HARD  TIMES  TOKENS 


001  LOW  20.  Copper.  Uncirculated  with  80%  red. 
Referring  to  Andrew  Jackson,  President  Van 
Buren  stated  in  his  inaugural  address  that 
"I  follow  in  the  steps  of  my  illustrious 
predecessor."  This  anti-Van  Buren  tokens 
shows  a running  jackass  surrounded  by  the 
above  quotation.  A superb  example  which 
even  the  advanced  collector  would  find 
difficult  to  improve.  (G) 

002  LOW  23.  Copper.  VF.  This  is  the  scarcest 
of  the  NOT  ONE  CENT  tokens  that  are  not 
Bushnell  restrikes.  Usually  it  comes  very 
weakly  struck.  This  token,  however,  is 
atypically  well  struck  and,  as  such,  is 
particularly  desirable.  (F) 

003  LOW  60.  Copper.  Struck  over  an  unidentif- 
ied South  American  token.  There  is  not 
enough  of  the  host  token  visible  to  iden- 
tify it  with  any  certainty.  It  appears 
that  on  one  of  its  sides  there  is  a legend 
in  three  lines,  but  only  the  beginning 
letters  on  each  line  are  discernible; 

VA.  . . . /M(I? ) . . . . /RE Because  of  the 

overstriking,  the  piece  is  difficult  to 
grade  - we'll  call  it  VG/F.  Of  extreme 
rarity  - perhaps  unique  - certainly  the 
first  we  have  seen.  (H+) 

004  LOW  61.  Copper.  Extremely  fine.  Several 
tiny  digs  on  the  obverse  do  not  distract. 
Pleasing  chocolate  brown  surfaces.  A 
scarce  R5  token.  (F) 

005  UNUSUAL  MULING.  In  this  peculiar  piece  an 
incused  impression  of  Low  62  has  been 
combined  with  a striking  of  the  reverse  of 
a Stephen  Douglas  memorial  token.  The 
reverse  legend  reads,  BORN/APRIL  23,  1813/ 
DIED  JUNE  3,/  (the  date  1861  has  been 
effaced).  White  metal.  Almost  uncircul- 
ated. Our  consignor  states  this  piece  is 
"said  to  be  ex-Scovill  Collection",  a 
statement  which  makes  sense  since  Scovill 
struck  both  Low  62  and  the  Stephen  Douglas 
token.  Most  probably  this  is  unique.  We 
won't  even  attempt  to  place  a value  on  it. 

006  LOW  87.  0 & P BOUTWELL,  Troy,  New  York. 

Copper.  Extremely  fine  with  many  light 
hairlines  on  both  sides  of  the  wheat 
sheaf.  There  is  a series  of  light  scrat- 
ches below  No  7 on  the  reverse.  R7 . This 
is  the  first  auction  appearance  of  this 
token  in  thirty  one  years!  In  New  Nether- 
lands' Forty  Fifth  catalogue  (1955)  an 
unevenly  struck  VG/F  somewhat  mishandled 
specimen  was  offered  with  John  Ford's 
comment  that  it  was  "One  of  the  lesser 


'great  rarities'  in  this  series  which  just 
do  not  show  up.  Immediately  after  Low's 
book  appeared,  more  than  a half  century 
ago,  these  pieces  dropped  from  sight." 
The  lack  of  a single  auction  specimen  in 
the  intervening  thirty  one  years  certainly 
proves  this  point. 

At  this  juncture,  a word  about  rarity 
and  condition  is  in  order.  This  writer, 
as  much  as  anybody,  appreciates  defect  - 
free  choice  condition  material.  However 
we  have  observed  what  we  view  as  an  unwise 
tendency  of  many  new  exonumia  collectors 
to  dismiss  from  consideration  any  token  or 
medal  that  is  not  in  almost  perfect 
condition.  No  doubt  this  is  a carry  over 
from  their  years  of  collecting  U.S.  Coins, 
where  the  marketplace  there  is  currently 
preoccupied  with  the  microscopic  counting 
of  bag  marks.  Granted,  one  would  almost 
always  prefer  an  unimpaired  specimen  to  an 
impaired  one.  However,  what  is  one  to  do 
when  something  less  than  perfect  appears 
and  the  possibility  of  another  like 
example,  perfect  or  imperfect,  will  not 
show  up  in  the  collector's  lifetime?  We 
believe  that  to  instantly  dismiss  such  an 
opportunity  is  folly. 

The  Boutwell  token  offered  here  is 
impaired  - but  it  is  not  unsightly.  It's 
great  rarity  is  without  question.  The 
serious  collector  is  offered  perhaps  the 
only  opportunity  he  will  ever  have  to  add 
to  his  collection  a token  that  few  others 
can  obtain.  (Should  bring  in  the  $5,000 
range) . 

007  LOW  128.  R.E. RUSSELL,  New  York  City.  R5. 
Feuchtwanger ' s composition.  Very  Fine.  A 
deep  punch  mark  appears  above  the  head  of 
the  eagle.  The  punch  is  deep  enough  to 
push  out  the  metal  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  token.  The  eagle  obverse  is  from  the 
same  die  as  Low  120,  variety  6.  A scarce 
token  that  is  always  in  demand.  The  XF 
Leidman  specimen  brought  $660.00.  We  feel 
that  this  less  than  perfect  piece  should 
bring  $350-400. 

008  LOW  147.  CARPENTER  & MOSHER.  Troy,  New 
York.  Copper.  A very  crude  female  head 
left,  inscribed  TROY,  within  a circle  of 
fourteen  stars.  Reverse,  Around,  CARPENTER 
& MOSHER  RIVER  ST;  within  a very  badly 
executed  wreath,  DRY  GOODS -3 10.  There  are 
a number  of  old  scratches  across  the 
obverse  face  and  two  deep  gouges  on  the 


reverse  between  10:00  and  11:00.  The  leg- 
end around  the  edge  on  the  reverse  is  very 
weak  and  is  not  readable  in  places. 
Altogether  a typical,  if  not  a bit  better 
than  average  example  of  the  few  known  Low 
147s.  It  has  been  thirty  two  years  since 
one  of  these  pieces  has  surfaced  at 
auction.  Again,  it  was  New  Netherlands 
Coin  Co.  offering  an  example  in  their  43rd 
Catalogue:  "A  worn  and  handled  item,  but 

one  that  we  would  call  strictly  Fine  ( for 
the  piece) . Of  the  most  excessive  rarity, 
being  one  of  the  real  rarities  in  the 
entire  series."  Two  other  auction  listings 
of  this  piece  are  worthy  of  note  - the 
Bushnell  example  was  graded  Very  Good  and 
the  J.N.T.Levick  specimen  was  graded  Good. 
We  won't  pretend  that  the  example  offered 
here  is  the  finest  known,  but  we  will  say 
that  it  compares  favorably  with  the  few 
others  known  to  exist.  Another  "once  in  a 
lifetime"  opportunity  for  the  serious 
collector.  Worth  in  the  $1500-  2500  range. 

009  LOW  151.  W. GIBBS,  AGRICULTURIST.  New  York 
City.  Copper.  An  evenly  worn  Fine.  R6 . 
Another  rare  token  which  is  seldom  seen. 
The  Harte,  Roper,  Leidman  specimen  was 
holed  and  plugged  and  neither  the  Landmark 
nor  the  Garrett  Collection  had  a represen- 
tative piece.  (G) 

010  LOW  155.  T.D. SEAMAN.  Belleville,  New  Jer- 

sey. Copper.  R6 . VF/XF  with  the  usual 
field  marks  that  appear  on  this  shallowly 
struck  token.  The  steer  obverse  is  the 
same  as  that  used  on  Low  66.  (H) 

011  LOW  156.  N . STARBUCK  & SON.  Troy,  New  York. 
Copper.  VG/F  with  a series  of  reverse 
scratches  which  extend  from  the  bottom  of 
the  screw  to  the  edge.  R6 . The  Starbuck 
tokens  rarely  appear  better  than  F and  all 
are  weakly  struck.  This  piece  is  a typical 
strike.  (F) 

012  LOW  158.  A. LOOMIS,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Copp- 
er. Extremely  Fine.  Several  gouges  on  the 
reverse  at  12:00,  one  of  which  has  disten- 
ded the  edge  by  several  millimeters.  R7 . 
Surprising  well  struck.  Rulau  relates 
that,  "The  Loomis  cards  are  among  the  most 
difficult  to  obtain  of  any  Hard  Times 
tokens.  Of  Low  158,  only  10  to  12  speci- 
mens are  known,  while  of  Low  159  there  are 
just  two  specimens  known.  Only  4 pieces 
of  Low  160  are  known,  and  5 pieces  of  all 
Low  160  varieties."  The  last  auction 
appearance  of  this  token  we  can  find  is 
from  thirteen  years  ago  when  we  offered 
the  Otto  Sghia  specimen  which  was  struck 
on  an  uneven  planchet  with  the  result  that 
the  center  of  the  reverse  received  more 
wear  than  the  rest  of  the  token;  the 
numerals  "34"  in  the  street  address  being 
completely  obliterated  by  wear.  Yet 
another  singular  opportunity  for  the 
advanced  collector  to  fill  an  important 
gap.  Worth  $3,000-4,000. 


013  LOW  176.  GUSTIN  & BLAKE.  Chelsea,  Vermont. 
Copper.  R5.  Another  very  scarce  token 
but  typically  weakly  struck  so  that  only 
the  center  portions  of  the  obverse  legends 
are  legible.  The  reverse  legend  is  also 
only  partially  legible  - -TOVE-/  -IN  WARE 
being  the  only  letters  visible.  Not  even 
the  outline  of  the  pot  at  the  bottom  is 
present.  Nonetheless,  a most  difficult 
piece  to  obtain.  It  was  missing  in  both 
the  Landmark  and  Roper  Collections.  (G) 

014  LOW  190.  VAN  BUREN  - TEMPLE  OF  LIBERTY. 

Brass.  XF/AU.  R3,  according  to  Rulau,  but 
the  fact  that  it  is  missing  in  many  major 
collections  (Harte,  Roper,  and  Landmark 
among  others)  indicates  that  perhaps  its 
rarity  should  be  re-evaluated.  More  than 
a Hard  Times  token,  "probably  it  should  be 
attributed  to  the  1836  presidential  cam- 
paign or  the  inauguration  of  1837"  accord- 
ing to  J.  Doyle  DeWitt.  A VF/XF  specimen 
in  the  Leidman  Sale  brought  $192.50.  (G) 

015  LOW  226.  DAVID  C.  BUCHAN,  New  York  City. 

Brass.  Plain  edge.  Very  Fine.  R6 . The 
"N0RTHM00RE"  variety.  This  is  the  scar- 
cest of  the  three  Buchan  varieties.  An 
unusual  pictorial  token  showing  a curled 
maple  chair  on  the  obverse.  The  Leidman 
Collection  had  only  an  example  of  the  more 
common  L-224  (R-4)  and  the  Roper  Sale 
contained  an  XF  specimen  of  L-225  (R-5) 

which  brought  $357.  (G) 

016  LOW  315.  I. GILBERT,  Augusta,  Georgia.  R7 . 
Copper.  Struck  by  Wright  & Bale.  The 
obverse  legend  around,  I GILBERT'S  SADD- 
LERY WAREHOUSE  is  visible  and  readable. 
However,  only  ghosts  of  the  letters  appear 
in  the  interior  three  line  inscription. 
The  reverse  is  almost  entirely  worn  away 
with  only  the  words  OF  EVERY  readable. 
Another  extremely  rare  token  which  seldom 
if  ever  appears  in  better  than  very  low 
grade.  The  1884  Levick  Sale  specimen  was 
graded  "Good"  and  the  Betts  Sale  (1898) 
had  a piece  described  as  "Obv.  about  Good, 
Reverse  barely  fair."  According  to  John 
Ford,  these  two  described  pieces  are  one 
and  the  same.  The  only  modern  record  we 
can  find  is  from  our  Sale  It 21  (1976)  where 
we  sold  a VG/F  example  with  three  scrat- 
ches in  the  center  of  the  reverse.  (H+) 

017  KOHN,  DARON  & CO.,  Memphis,  Tennessee.  In 

brass.  Reeded  Edge.  XF.  Miller  Tenn.  28 
but  unlisted  by  Rulau  as  a Hard  Times 
token.  This  token  has  long  been  suspected 
of  being  from  the  Hard  Times  period.  As 
we  noted  in  our  description  of  a similar

DOLLARS 


There  probably  does  not  exist  a more  amorphous  collectible  series  than  that  given  the  label 
"So-Called  Dollars".  That  term,  originally  applied  to  the  official  dollar-sized  medal  of  the  1876 
Centennial  Exposition,  was  quickly  extended  to  cover  subsequent  official  exposition  medals,  some  of 
which  were  not  quite  dollar  sized.  A further  extension  of  the  label  expanded  the  series  to  include 
numismatically  important  Bryan,  Lesher  and  Pedley-Ryan  pieces.  As  Richard  Kenney  pointed  out,  "These 
latter  'dollars'  were  by  their  nature  numismatic;  that  is,  they  either  bore  direct  political 
references  to  the  silver  controversies  and  our  national  coinage,  or  they  were  actually  designed  as 
circulating  media."  Although  collectors  and  dealers  had  long  before  used  the  So-Called  Dollar  label 
to  describe  a wide  variety  of  issues,  an  attempt  to  catalogue  these  pieces  was  not  made  until  Wayte 
Raymond  published  Kenney's  So-Called  Dollars  in  1953. 

Kenney  divided  the  series  into  two  parts: 

Exposition  or  commemorative  medals  of  dollar  or  near-dollar  size,  and  monetary 
so-called  dollars.  The  exposition  "dollars"  also  include  several  pieces  that  were 
not  struck  for  strictly  national  expositions  as  well  as  some  not  necessarily  the 
official  medals.  This  is  done  in  order  not  to  run  counter  to  the  long  established 
practice  and  tradition  in  auction  catalogues  which  group  together  pieces  of  similar 
nature  under  So-Called  Dollars. 

As  for  the  second  or  monetary  group  - the  "truer"  dollars  - it  will  not  be 
necessary  here  to  repeat  the  complete  catalogue  of  Bryan  pieces  so  ably  offered  by 
Farran  Zerbe  in  the  Numismatist  of  July  1926.  Only  the  comparative  silver  pieces 
are  listed  here,  the  rest  of  the  satirical  pieces  being  over  dollar-sized  and 
therefore  beyond  the  scope  of  this  work. 

Finally,  Kenney  issued  a trial  listing  of  one  dollar  trade  tokens  consisting  of 
seventy  one  pieces.  A more  diverse  group  one  couldn't  ask  for.  The  pieces  included 
sutler  tokens,  coal  tokens,  a Houck's  Panacea  counterstamped  dollar  and  the  unique 
John  Stevens  token  by  Wright  and  Bale. 

Ten  years  later,  Topsy  was  still  growing.  Harold  Hibler  and  Charles  V.  Kappen 
published  their  illustrated  Standard  Catalog  of  So-Called  Dollars.  The  work  was 
"restricted"  to  medals  of  an  exposition,  commemorative,  monetary  and  kindred  nature 
with  a minimum  diameter  of  33mm  and  a maximum  of  45mm.  Excluded  were  politicals, 
academic,  athletic,  coin  club  and  military  medals  in  addition  to  store  cards, 
calendar  medals,  trade  tokens  and  emergency  money.  A total  of  1033  issues  were 
listed  and  valued.  To  put  it  kindly,  the  1963  valuations  were  excessive.  Throughout 


the  sixties  and  early  seventies,  it  was  not  uncommon  for  dealers  to  price  their 
so-called  dollars  at  a discount  of  80%  off  cataloge  values.  Only  the  unknowing 
purchased  pieces  at  anywhere  near  cataloge  price.  We  suspect,  however,  that  more 
than  one  charitable  or  educational  institution  received  donations  of  so-called 
dollars  appraised  at  catalog  value! 

In  1978,  Johnson  & Jensen  published  Current  Valuations:  A Price  Supplement  to 
So-Called  Dollars  by  Chris  Jensen,  Hank  Spangenber  and  this  writer.  This  did  much 
to  make  the  HK  price  structure  more  realistic.  However,  even  then  we  felt  that  the 
averaged  prices  (which  were  for  XF/AU  specimens)  were  still  a bit  too  high.  At 
least  they  were  not  wildly  high.  Time  has  taken  care  of  this  and  now  the  Current 
Valuations  prices  are  even  a bit  conservative  in  many  instances.  Especially  for 
pieces  originally  cataloged  at  under  $50.00,  it  is  not  unusual  to  find  auction 
prices  realized  at  70%  or  better  of  cataloge.  Certain  issues  in  particular  demand 
such  as  Columbian  Exposition,  Lesher  Dollars  and  Thomas  Elder  pieces  will  sometimes 
bring  well  in  excess  of  original  cataloge.  The  offering  that  follows  is  so 
extensive  that  we  believe  an  accurate  reading  of  this  series  will  finally  be  given. 

The  collection  that  is  offered  here,  and  is  continued  in  the  Mail-Bid  section, 
was  assembled  by  the  late  Calvert  L.  Emmons,  M.D. , 1883-1969.  Dr.  Emmons  was  born 
in  Overton,  Nebraska.  His  early  schooling  was  in  Nebraska,  and  he  completed  his 
studies  at  the  University  of  Southern  California  after  which  he  commenced  the 
practice  of  medicine  in  1914  in  Ontario,  California. 

Dr.  Emmons  first  began  collecting  coins  in  a serious  way  in  1933.  He  was  the 
first  president  of  the  California  State  Numismatic  Society  and  was  responsible  for 
organizing  many  of  the  regional  coin  clubs  in  the  Southern  California  area.  He  was 
widely  known  and  aclaimed  as  an  authority  in  many  series  of  coins,  medals  and 
tokens.  It  is  with  pride  that  we  offer  his  vast  collection  of  So-Called  Dollars. 


159  HK  1.  ERIE  CANAL  MEDAL,  1826.  44mm.  White 

Metal.  Bright  uncirculated  with  several 
small  rim  nicks.  C . C . Wright , Sc . This 

historic  medal  commemorates  the  opening  of 
the  Erie  Canal  on  October  26,  1825  and  was 
issued  by  the  Common  Council  of  New  York 
City.  Examples  in  gold,  silver  and  white 
metal  were  presented  to  guests  aboard  the 
Seneca  Chief,  which  was  the  first  vessel 
to  pass  through  the  Canal,  and  to  various 
high  officials. 

The  medal  is  contained  in  its  original 
wooden  presentation  box.  The  paper  in  the 
top  of  the  box  reads,  "This  box  was  made 
out  of  a piece  of  wood  brought  from  Erie 
in  the  first  Canal  boat,  The  Seneca 
Chief".  The  paper  in  the  bottom  reads, 
"Presented  by  the  City  of  New  York"  around 
an  eagle  atop  a globe,  much  like  that 
depicted  on  the  enclosed  medal.  A superb 
and  historic  American  medal.  (G).

100  were  struck  and  so  quite  rare.  We 
sold  an  uncirculated  specimen  in  our  21st 
Sale  (1976)  for  $95.00;  The  bronze  medal 
is  a beautiful  chocolate  uncirculated 
piece  of  which  only  200  were  struck;  The 
white  metal  examples  come  pierced  and 
unpierced.  The  unpierced  medal  is  a nice 
proof  with  only  very  minor  spots  while  the 
pierced  piece  is  a somewhat  tarnished 
uncirculated.  The  medals  are  housed  in  a 
custom  Capitol  plastic  frame  lettered  with 
appropriate  information  obtained  from  the 
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So-Called  Dollar  book.  (Some  of  it  erron- 
eous). Valuing  this  set,  especially  with 
its  gold  medal,  is  a bit  difficult.  We 
suspect  that  it  will  sell  in  the  $1,000  - 
$1,500  range.

44mm.  Chocolate  bronze.  Unc.  This  rare 
medal  utilizes  the  same  reverse  die  as  HK 
145.  On  the  obverse  the  legend  GEORGE 
WASHINGTON  is  to  either  side  of  a wreath 
which  surrounds  a Houdon  style  bust  of  our 
first  President  to  the  right.  Most  attrac- 
tive and  quite  rare.

Silver.  Choice  toned  Uncirculated.  Housed 
in  its  inscribed  leatherette  jeweler's  box 
of  original  issue.  The  obverse  which  de- 
picts scenes  of  an  early  stage  coach  and  a 
Pony  Express  rider  fending  off  an  indian 
is  particularly  popular  with  Western 
collectors.  (F)

1903.  Silver.  Choice  toned  proof  with  high 
wire  edges.  Struck  by  R.  Laubenheimer  &

time  members  of  the  exchange.  The  issue 
commemorated  the  opening  of  the  new  stock 
exchange  building  in  1903.  (F)

DAL, 1904.  Eglit  LPE-7 , Krueger  It 9.  Sil- 
ver. Nicely  toned  Uncirculated.  A few 
minor  spots.  Struck  by  the  U.S.  Mint.  (C) 

174  HK  358.  AYPE  UTAH  DOLLAR,  1909.  Silver. 
Almost  uncirculated  with  a few  very  triv- 
ial edge  marks.  Struck  in  sterling  by 
Dieges  & Clust,  NYC.  Utah  was  one  of  a 
very  few  states  that  erected  exhibits  at 
this  Exposition.  (F) 

175  HK  369,  HENDRICK  HUDSON  DAALDER,  1909.  In 

silver.  Uncirculated.  Small  mark  on 
Hudsons  cheek.  J.E.Roine,Sc.  Struck  by 
Medallic  Art  Company.  (Variety  without 
the  MED. ART  CO.  edgemark).  A Thomas  Elder 
issue  which  DeLorey  estimates  as  having  a 
mintage  of  between  75  and  100  pieces. 
This  is  an  artistically  superior  medal 
sculpted  by  the  eminent  French  artist  J. 
Edouard  Roine.  (E-F)

Gold.  Choice  uncirculated.  J.E. Roine, Sc. 
DeLorey  It  76.  Another  Elder  issue  which

177  HK  379.  HUDSON -FULTON  COMMISSION  DOLLAR, 
1909.  Silver.  Uncirculated,  tiny  rim  dent. 
Chester  Beach, Sc.  Struck  by  Medallic  Art 
Co.  This  medal  is  most  often  found  suspen- 
ded by  a multi-colored  ribbon  which  is 
attached  to  a silver  top  bar  inscribed, 
COMMISSION.  Indeed,  this  medal  shows 
signs  on  the  top  rim  of  once  having  had 
such  a suspension  system.  (E) 

178  HK  390.  BRIAN  BORU  DOLLAR.  1910.  Silver. 
Uncirculated.  John  Gellert,Sc.  Struck  by 
Medallic  Art  Co.  T.L. ELDER  edgemark. 
DeLorey  It 78.  Elder's  Irish  "Crown"  issued 
under  the  auspices  of  the  New  York  Numis- 
matic Club.  Brian  Boru  was  the  King  of 
Ireland  from  1002  until  his  death  in  1014. 
He  has  been  referred  to  as  the  "George 
Washington  of  Ireland".  DeLorey  estimates 
the  mintage  at  between  75  and  200  pieces. 
We  think  it  to  be  closer  to  the  75  figures 
as  this  is  only  the  second  such  piece  we 
have  seen.

180  HK  399.  PANAMA  PACIFIC  EXPOSITION  OFFICIAL 
MEDAL,  1915.  Silver.  Choice  darkly  toned 
uncirculated.  A few  trivial  marks  well 
obscured  by  the  toning.  Robert  Aitkin, Sc. 
Struck  in  the  Mint  Exhibit  on  the  Exposit- 


ion  grounds.  A beautifully  designed  piece 
by  Aitkin  who  was  also  responsible  for  the 
Panama  Pacific  $50  slugs.  (D) 

181  HK  426.  PANAMA-CALIFORNIA  EXPOSITION  OFF- 
ICIAL MEDAL,  1915-16.  Silver.  AU.  Desig- 
ned by  C.K.  Berryman,  the  famous  political 
cartoonist  for  the  Washington  Star  and 
engraved  by  Charles  Barber.  Struck  at  the 
Mint  Exhibit  on  the  Exposition  grounds. 
This  is  a particularly  popular  piece 
because  of  its  Uncle  Sam  design.  (D) 

182  HK  435.  VISIT  OF  OUR  ALLIES,  1917.  Silver. 
Choice  toned  uncirculated.  DeLorey  //94. 
Elder  used  Dickeson's  CONFEDERATION  die 
(replicating  a design  used  on  the  1778  $40 
Continental  currency  bill)  with  a reverse 
commemorating  the  visit  of  Allied  offic- 
ials in  1917.  Probably  ten  or  fewer  pieces 
were  struck.  (F) 

183  HK  492.  NEW  YORK  WORLD'S  FAIR  PALLADIUM 
DOLLAR,  1939.  Palladium.  1 troy  oz.  Proof 
with  light  hairlines.  Housed  in  the  black 
leatherette  jeweler's  box  of  original 
issue.  Issued  privately  by  Baker  & Co.  and 
sold  at  their  booth  at  the  Fair.  The 
company  later  reported  that  most  of  the 
medals  sold  were  eventually  returned  to 
them  and  then  melted  down.  An  excep- 
tionally rare  medal  and  the  first  we  have 
ever  seen.  (F) 

184  HK  507.  WASHINGTON.  D.C.  SESQUICENTENNIAL , 
1950.  Silver.  Lightly  toned  uncirculated. 
Only  1,000  silver  medals  were  struck  at 
the  U.S.  Mint.  (D) 

185  HK  550.  HAWAII  STATEHOOD  - SALVATION  ARMY 

DOLLAR,  1959.  10k  Gold  proof.  (.43  oz.). 

Struck  as  a fund  raiser  for  the  Honolulu 
Salvation  Army.  Only  the  nickel-silver  and 
brass  issues  were  sold  to  the  public.  The 
12  gold  pieces  were  used  for  presentation 
purposes.  (F) 

186  HK  680.  SANTA  MONICA  BREAKWATER,  1933. 

Silver.  Toned  uncirculated  with  a few 
trivial  rim  marks.  "1"  after  L.R.S.CO..  A 
small  hoard  of  the  aluminum  tokens  from 
this  issued  appeared  a few  years  ago. 
However,  this  is  the  first  we  have  seen  in 
silver.  (E) 

187  HK  731.  CONSOLIDATED  KANSAS  CITY  SMELTING 
& REFINING  COMPANY,  1889.  Rulau  Mo-KC  3. 
Silver.  AU  with  some  crimping  of  the  high 
wire  edge.  This  scarce  medal  features 
busts  of  President  Benjamin  Harrison  and 
Porfirio  Diaz,  President  of  Mexico.  The 
firm  was  a major  silver  refiner  of  its  day 
with  substantial  business  interests  in 
Mexico.  The  legend,  TO  THE  AMERICAN 
CONGRESS  GREETING,  indicates  that  this 
piece  may  have  been  distributed  to  members 
of  Congress.  (E) 

188  HK  756.  DR.  ELISHA  KENT  KANE,  1857.  Bronze 
Uncirculated.  F.C.Key.Sc.  Probably  a 
memorial  medal  for  Dr.  Kane  who  was 
commander  of  the  second  Grinnell  Relief 
Expedition.  (E) 


189  HK  777.  TIFFANY  & CO.  BRYAN  DOLLAR,  1896. 

Silver.  Zerbe  1.  XF/AU.  This  series  of 
comparative  dollars  showed  the  size  and 
ratio  of  a dollar  struck  at  the  then 
current  price  of  silver  with  what  it  would 
be  like  if  free  coinage  were  to  rule.  This 
piece,  an  original  with  a Tiffany  & Co. 
edgemark,  is  49mm  in  diameter.  Its  legend 
states  that  776  1/2  grains  of  .999  fine 
silver  is  the  equivalent  of  one  gold 
dollar  in  value  in  July  of  1896. 

190  HK  779.  TIFFANY  & CO.  BRYAN  DOLLAR,  1896. 

Silver.  Zerbe  3.  Nice  AU  with  steel  grey 
toning.  This  is  the  scarcest  of  the  comp- 
arative dollars  with  the  Tiffany  name  at 
the  bottom  on  the  reverse.  The  value  of 
silver  in  relation  to  gold  went  down  be- 
tween July  and  September  of  1896.  The 

legend  on  this  piece  tells  us  that  a gold 
dollar  is  now  worth  823  grains  of  .900 
silver.  The  reverse  depicts  the  size  of 
the  then  current  silver  dollar  which  con- 
tained only  412  1/2  grains  of  silver.  (F) 

191  HK  783.  BRYAN  "GOVERNMENT  DOLLAR",  1900. 
Silver.  Zerbe  10.  Cleaned  XF  with  a few 
minor  field  marks.  This  piece,  manufact- 
ured by  the  Gorham  Company,  is  the  size  of 
a regular  silver  dollar.  We  are  informed 
that  its  value  on  July  5th,  1900  was  but 
48  cents.  Scarce.  (E) 

LESHER  DOI.T.ARS 

The  story  of  the  Lesher  Referendum  Dollar 
has  been  recounted  many  times  and  so  we  will  not 
repeat  it  with  great  elaboration.  Suffice  it  to 
say  that  Joseph  Lesher  of  Victor,  Colorado  was 
an  advocate  of  the  free  coinage  of  silver  at  a 
ratio  of  sixteen  to  one  with  gold.  His  private 
silver  coin  issue  was  a commercial  enterprise 
based  on  his  belief  that  the  public  wanted  and 
would  use  more  metal  dollars  than  were  being 
supplied  by  the  government.  He  referred  to  them 
as  "Referendum"  pieces  as  they  were  offered  to 
the  public  for  acceptance  or  rejection  without 
coercion.  The  coins  were  octagonal  to  avoid 
confusion  with  the  government  dollar  and  were 
.950  Fine  silver.  Most  bore  a number  which 

seems  to  have  no  particular  meaning.  In  the 
beginning,  Lesher 1 s idea  was  that  he  would  issue 
and  redeem  his  own  coinage.  After  the  imprac- 
ticality  of  this  became  evident,  he  arranged 
with  several  merchants  to  accept  his  "referen- 
dums"  in  merchandise  or  money.  He  also  played 
with  the  idea  of  having  banks  handle  his 
product.  Eventually  he  concluded  that  he  could 
not  make  a commercial  success  of  the  venture  and 
gave  it  up. 

The  seminal  piece  of  literature  on  the  sub- 
ject is  Farren  Zerbe 's  article  in  the  1917 
American  Journal  of  Numismatics,  Vol . 51 , pp . 153- 
166.  John  J.  Ford  Jr.  wrote  a fine  introduction 
on  the  subject  when  New  Netherlands  Coin  Co. 
sold  the  54  piece  O.K.  Rumbel  Collection  at  the 


proofs  but  there  is  light  wear  on  the  hi- 
ghest parts  and  some  traces  of  cleaning  in 
the  past.  Die  by  Moritz  Furst.  The 
obverse  bears  the  togated  bust  right  of 
President  John  Quincy  Adams  with  the  date 
of  his  inauguration  below  the  bust.  The 
reverse  bears  an  allegorical  scene  of 
Science  in  the  guise  of  Athena  presenting 
an  olive  branch  which  issues  from  a broken 
tree  trunk,  probably  symbolic  of  the  new 
republic  growing  from  its  old  colonial 
status.  The  pieces  are  glued  to  a blue 
velvet  cloth  in  a small  wooden  frame  and 
were  probably  on  display  on  a wall 
somewhere  for  years. 

This  set  was  originally  purchased  in 
HIM's  February  1984  auction  (#2377)  where 
it  was  speculated  that  they  may  have  come 
from  Chapman's  1909  Zabriskie  Sale  (and 
thus  also  Ex-Bushnell  Sale).  The  consignor 
to  the  HIM  sale  said  that  they 

came  from  a library  in  New  Jersey.  The 
ex-Zabriskie  pedigree  was  based  on  the 
supposition  that  these  two  uniface 
impressions  were  unique  as  the  Chapmans 
stated  in  that  Sale  and  in  the  prior 
Bushnell  Sale.  However,  see  lot  #5210  in 
our  Dreyfuss  Sale  which  contained  an 
obverse  uniface  impression.  It  may  well 
be  that  the  set  offered  here  is  ex- 
Bushnell  & Zabriskie,  however,  we  will 
probably  never  know  for  certain.  At  the 
very  least  we  can  state  that  this  is  one 
of  possibly  only  two  known  sets  of  uniface 
strikes  of  the  rare  Adams  inaugural  medal. 
A wonderful  display  piece  worth  $1,500- 
2,000. 

290  ANDREW  JACKSON  INAUGURAL  CLOTHING  BUTTON. 

AJACK  1828-12,  Hake  3027.  No  shank  and  a 
bit  dark.  This  piece  is  a bit  granular 
and  appears  that  it  may  have  been  dug. 
Plain  obverse.  Reverse,  an  incused  four- 
sided ornamental  figure  with  incused 
inscriptions  on  each  side,  ANDREW/ JACKSON/ 
MARCH  4,  1829  all  enclosed  by  a circule  of 
24  stars.  Described  and  pictured  in  Mac- 
Neil,p.22.  This  button  is  the  only  avail- 
able artifact  of  the  1829  Inaugura-  tion 
and  so  is  especially  desirable  for  that 
reason.  (F) 

291  JAMES  BUCHANAN  INAUGURAL  MEDAL.  Sullivan 

JB  1856-1.  (See  MacNeil,  p.26).  60mm. 

White  metal.  Anthony  Paquet,Sc.  XF/AU 
with  a 5mm  scar  across  the  right  cheek. 
Facing  portrait  of  Buchanan  with  birth  and 
inaugural  dates.  Reverse,  displayed  eagle 
surrounded  by  rays  between  which  are  the 
names  of  the  31  states.  THE  UNION  MUST 
AND  SHALL  BE  PRESERVED  around.  A truly 
rare  and  desirable  medal.  A proof  specimen 
in  our  Sale  #38  brought  $725.  (H) 

292  RARE  LINCOLN  INAUGURAL  TOKEN.  AL  1860-32. 
34mm.  Copper.  George  Lovett, Sc.  Choice 
uncirculated  with  considerable  red.  A few 
minor  spots.  The  obverse  features  a bust 


of  Lincoln  to  the  left  on  a plain  field. 
The  reverse  bears  the  inscription,  ABRAHAM 
LINCOLN,  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  U.S.  1861,  encl- 
osing THE  RIGHT  MAN  IN  THE  RIGHT  PLACE. 
One  of  the  rarest  of  the  early  Lincoln 
tokens.  (F) 

293  UNLISTED  MCKINLEY  OFFICIAL  INAUGURAL  BADGE 

- GOLD  PLATED  SILVER.  Unknown  to  MacNeil, 
Pusterburg  & Levine.  Choice  Almost  Uncir- 
culated. A few  very  minor  marks  in  the 
field  surrounding  the  portraits.  FINANCE 
Committee  designation.  The  bottom  bar  is 
inscribed  with  block  letters  on  the 
reverse  as  follows:  PRESENTED  TO/ JOHN  W. 

THOMPSON/ CHAIRMAN  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  OF/ 
INAUGURAL  CEREMONIES /MARCH  4TH  1897/  BY 
ASSOCIATE  MEMBERS  OF  SAID  COMMITTEE.  The 
weight  of  the  medal  with  its  suspension 
clamp  is  63.9  grams.  This  compares  with 
the  weight  of  the  usual  bronze  medal  with 
suspension  clamp  of  around  45  grams. 

This  badge  differs  in  a number  of  ways 
from  those  made  in  bronze.  Most  obviously, 
the  striped  area  between  the  furled  flags 
has  been  cut  out.  The  border  of  the 
rectangle  enclosing  the  legend  on  the 
bottom  bar  has  been  given  a diamond  cut 
effect  to  make  it  appear  more  ornate. 
Finally,  the  top  of  the  medal  has  been 
holed  to  accomodate  a pin  clamp  suspension 
rather  than  just  a mere  clamping  device. 
This  was  probably  done  so  that  the  extra 
weight  of  the  silver  medal  could  be  more 
easily  borne. 

Perhaps  the  reason  why  MacNeil  could 
find  no  record  of  this  badge  in  the  report 
of  the  Medals  Committee  was  that  it  was 
probably  ordered  by  the  Finance  Committee 
directly.  However,  the  mysteries  are  not 
all  solved.  The  Stark  County  Historical 
Society  in  Canton,  Ohio  has  an  1897  badge 
which  was  donated  by  the  McKinley  family 
and  which  was  always  thought  to  be  the 
President's  gold  specimen.  Recent  weighing 
of  the  medal  and  suspension  clamp  of  this 
badge  revealed  a surprise  - 64.3  grams  - 

.5  grams  less  than  the  gold  plated  silver 
specimen  offered  here.  A "pure  gold" 
specimen  should  weigh  considerably  more. 
Was  this  President  McKinley's  presentation 
badge?  Indeed,  did  Davison  even  make  a 
"pure  gold"  medal?  ($6,000  - $9,000) 

294  WOODROW  WILSON  "SAMPLE"  INAUGURAL  MEDAL. 

WW  1913-4.  70mm.  Bronze.  Uncirculated 

with  some  darkening  around  the  lower  part 
of  the  bust.  Contained  in  the  original 
green  box  of  issue.  Marked  SAMPLE  incused 
in  the  field  above  Wilson's  left  shoulder. 
Edgemarked  WHITEHEAD -HO AG.  At  the  time 
our  book  was  written  we  noted  that,  "There 
are  two  known  bronze  examples  with  the 
word  "sample"  incused  slightly  below  the 
back  of  Wilson's  neck  on  the  obverse  and 
to  the  right  of  THOMAS  on  the  reverse.  It 
is  important  to  note  that  they  do  not 
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carry  the  Whitehead  & Hoag  Company  imprint 
on  the  rim."  That  statement  is  now  subject 
to  amendment . 

A comparison  of  the  letter  punches 
used  on  this  piece  with  those  used  on  the 
medal  referred  to  above  reveals  that  they 
are  identical.  Furthermore,  the  original 
patina  can  be  observed  in  the  recessed  of 
the  SAMPLE  letters,  indicating  that  the 
stamping  occured  prior  to  application  of 
the  finish.  In  addition,  the  placement 
of  "sample"  above  the  shoulder  is  approx- 
imately the  same  as  pictured  on  the  sample 
medal  shown  in  Richard  Dusterberg's  1974 
TAMS  Journal  article  on  the  1913  Wilson 
inaugural  medal.  Our  speculation  is  that 
sample  medals  were  prepared  for  the 
inaugural  medals  committee  in  two  ship- 
ments; One  had  "sample"  incused  on  both 
sides  and  did  not  contain  the  company  name 
on  the  rim  and  the  other  contained  medals 
that  were  rim  marked  and  had  "sample" 
incused  only  on  the  obverse.  We  have 
auction  records  only  for  the  first  type. 
In  our  Sale  it  36,  Lot  229,  we  sold  an 
uncirculated  example  for  $625.00.  The 
uncirculated  Dreyfuss  specimen  brought 
$550.00.  (H+) 

295  EISENHOWER  D DAY  MEDAL.  70mm.  Bronze.  In 
uncirculated  condition.  Walker  Hancock, Sc. 
DWIGHT  DAVID  EISENHOWER  bust  left. 
Reverse,  IN/APPRECIATION/facsimile  sig- 
nature of  Ike/"D  DAY" /PLUS  20  YEARS.  The 
obverse  portrait  is  the  identical  bust 
used  by  Hancock  on  the  1953  OIM.  The  use 
of  the  inaugural  portrait  on  this  medal 
was  not  known  to  either  Dusterberg  or  Mac- 
Neil.  This  is  only  the  second  example  we 
have  handled.  In  our  33rd  Sale  (1983),  Lot 
640,  an  AU  example  brought  $137.50. 

296  KENNEDY/ JOHNSON  MEDAL  WITH  ERROR  REVERSE. 

Rochette  K-61-17.  70mm.  Bronze.  No  serial 

number  on  edge.  P.Kraczkowski.Sc.  Uncir- 
culated. Conjoined  busts  of  Kennedy  and 
Johnson  to  the  left.  Reverse  depicts  the 
Presidential  and  Vice  Presidential  seals 
in  the  center  surrounding  inscriptions. 
According  to  MacNeil,  a single  gold 
uniface  specimen  utilizing  the  obverse  of 
this  medal  was  presented  to  Vice  President 
Johnson  by  the  Official  Inaugural  Commit- 
tee to  placate  him  for  not  having  his 
portrait  on  the  Official  Inaugural  Medal 
by  Manship.  About  a year  after  the  inaug- 
ural, the  Robbins  Company  offered  the 
medal  here  to  the  public.  60  medals  in 
silver  and  150  in  bronze  were  struck  with 
an  error  describing  LBJ  as  the  38th  rather 
than  the  37th  Vice  President.  The  error 
was  quickly  recognized  and  the  reverse  die 
changed  for  all  subsequent  issues.  (D) 

297  GOLD  JOHNSON - HUMPHREY  INAUGURAL  BALL  CHARM 

Octagonal.  32mm.  14k  Gold  (.26  oz. ). 

Conjoined  busts  of  LBJ  and  HHH  to  the 
left.  Reverse  depicts  the  Presidential 


and  Vice  Presidential  Seals  in  the  center. 
LYNDON  B.  JOHNSON/ INAUGURAL  BALL  above, 
with  JANUARY  20,1965/HUBERT  H.  HUMPHREY 
below.  The  usual  inaugural  ball  souvenir 
charm  was  made  of  either  sterling  or  12k 
gold  fill.  Only  a small  number  of  these 
14k  gold  charms  were  produced  and  were 
given  to  important  officials  and  their 
wives.  (F) 

298  UNLISTED  1969  NIXON  INAUGURAL  MEDAL  - CHA- 
RM. 17.5mm.  Bronze.  Uncirculated.  Loop 
and  ring  attached  at  top  as  made.  This 
small  charm,  the  obverse  and  reverse 
identical  to  the  official  Inaugural  medal, 
was  totally  unknown  to  MacNeil.  We 
hesitate  to  call  it  unique,  but  we  have 
never  seen  or  heard  of  another.  (H+) 

299  RARE  1969  NIXON  INAUGURAL  GOLD  TIE  BAR.  At 

the  same  time  the  Medallic  Art  Company 
made  gold  charms  for  presentation  to  Mrs. 
Nixon  and  the  wives  of  some  committee 
officials,  it  made  an  even  smaller  obverse 
die,  similar  to  the  inaugural  medal  s 
obverse,  which  was  used  on  various  jewelry 
items.

70mm.  Bronze.  Uncirculated.  Obverse  view 
of  the  White  House  in  the  upper  third  of 
the  medal.  Below,  PRESIDENTIAL  SCHOLAR/ 
PRESENTED  ON/  /BY/RICHARD  NIXON  (facsimile 
signature).  The  reverse  is  identical  to 
the  reverse  of  the  1969  Official  Inaugural 
Medal  by  Ralph  Menconi.  Featured  is  the 
Great  Seal  of  the  United  States  based  on  a 
crewelwork  pattern  of  the  seal  that 
Nixon's  daughther  Julie  had  presented  to 
him  on  election  night  as  a surprise. 
Extremely  rare.  (F) 

301  1973  NIXON  AGNEW  OFFICIAL  INAUGURAL  PLATE. 

OIP  IS8".  8"  sterling  silver  plate  with 

the  inaugural  portraits  of  Nixon  and 
Agnew.  Proof  in  original  packaging. 
10,483  of  these  were  made  by  the  Franklin 
Mint,  but  now  seldom  seen  as  many  were 
melted  down  during  the  silver  spree  of 
1980.  (F) 

302  1974  GERALD  R.  FORD  OFFICIAL  INAUGURAL 
PLATE.  OIP  2S8".  8"  sterling  silver  plate 
with  the  inaugural  portrait  of  President 
Ford.  Proof  in  original  packaging.  Now 
rarely  encountered,  not  only  because  of 
melting  but  because  the  original  mintage 
was  only  1,141  plates.  (G) 

303  1981  RONALD  REAGAN  OFFICIAL  INAUGURAL  MED- 
AL-FIRST STRIKE  ISSUE.  In  a public  cere- 
mony at  the  Medallic  Art  Company  plant  in 


Danbury,  Ct.,  a limited  number  (probably 
less  than  60)  bronze  medals  were  struck 
with  a special  lettered  edge  and  presented 
to  various  attending  VIPs.  The  edge  on 
this  medal  is  lettered  FIRST  STRIKE  9.  (F) 
30 A 1981  RONALD  REAGAN  OFFICIAL  INAUGURAL  MED- 
AL-ALTERNATE REVERSE.  When  the  original 
rendition  of  the  reverse  of  the  Reagan 
medal  was  shown  to  the  Medals  Committee, 
its  members  felt  that  the  reflection  of 
the  Capitol's  dome  in  the  pool  at  the 
bottom  of  the  medal  would  be  visually 


confusing.  MACO  was  requested  to  cut  a 
new  die  omitting  the  reflection  of  the 
dome.  This  was  done  and  a specimen  struck 
for  examination  by  the  Committee.  It  was 
at  once  apparent  that  the  new  reverse  was 
no  improvement  and  so  the  original  reverse 
was  revitalized.  No  more  than  a dozen  of 
these  medals  with  the  "alternate"  reverse 
were  struck  and  presented  to  members  of 
the  Medals  Committee  and  others.  Choice 
Uncirculated  and  housed  in  its  original

OPENED/ JUNE/ 1853  within  a wreath.  An 
important  commemorative  from  the  first 
international  exposition  held  in  the 
United  States.  (D-E) 

306  RARE  1876  CENTENNIAL  MEDAL.  52mm.  Copper. 
Almost  uncirculated  with  an  area  of  dark 
toning  on  the  obverse  extending  from  about 
2:00  to  4:00.  The  obverse  depicts  an 
allegorical  group  of  five  female  figures; 
American  with  Liberty  cap  at  the  center 
presenting  wreaths  to  Art  and  Mechanics 
left  and  Commerce  and  Agriculture  right. 
EXPOSITION  INTERNATIONALE  in  banner  above. 
This  is  the  identical  die  used  for  the 
famous  Centennial  "Danish"  medal  (Baker 
426-7)  except  that  the  top  legend  has  been 
changed  from  INTERNATIONAL  EXHIBITION  and 
there  is  now  no  inscription  in  the 
exergue.  The  reverse  consists  of  a wreath 
encircling  a small  group  of  various 
fruits.

pictures  MACHINERY  HALL  with  dimensional 
statistics  below.  The  reverse  inscription 
relates  to  the  exposition  and  was  used  on 
a number  of  similar  pressed  wood  medals 
showing  different  buildings.  The  Columb- 
ian wooden  medals  are  quite  a bit  scarcer 
than  those  from  the  1876  Centennial.  They 
are  in  even  greater  demand  now  that  the 


500th  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of 
America  is  almost  upon  us.

Obverse  bust  of 
Columbus  with  cap  to  left,  his  name  to 
either  side.  Reverse,  WORLD'S  HYGENIC 
EXPOSITION  CHICAGO  1893  surrounding  an 
eagle  with  a scroll  in  its  beak  labeled  E. 
PLURIBUS  UNUM.  The  eagle  is  perched  atop  a 
shield  composed  of  stars  and  stripes. 
Storer  informs  us  that  60  copies  were 
struck  for  the  Belgian  Association  for  the 
Progess  of  Hygiene.  An  outstanding  piece 
of  medallic  art  by  the  noted  French 
sculptor  and  gem  cutter  Georges  Lemaire. 
The  first  we  have  ever  seen.  Contained  in 
its  box  of  original  issue.  (G) 

310  EXTREMELY  RARE  COLUMBIAN  EXPOSITION  DIREC- 
TORS' MEDAL,  1893.  Eglit  408.  63mm.  In 

Sterling  Silver.  Vedder,  Sc.  Struck  by 
Gorham  with  their  hallmark  on  the  rim. 
Almost  uncirculated.  The  obverse  is  an 
allegorical  portrayal  of  Civilization  on  a 
winged  cart  to  the  left,  nude,  holding  a 
cornucopia  and  going  toward  the  setting 
sun.  Above  the  sun  to  the  right  is  the 
date  1893.  Reverse  inscription;  TO/ROBERT 
NELSON  (hand  engraved)/  ONE  OF  THE  DIRECT- 
ORS /OF  THE/WORLD'S  COLUMBIAN  EXPOSITION/ 
FROM  ITS  PRESIDENT/ HARLOW  N.  HIGINBOTHAM/ 
CHICAGO/ 1893 . The  medal  is  contained  in 
its  very  well  worn  leather  case  of  origin- 
al issue  marked  "Spaulding  & Co,  Chicago  & 
Rome"  on  the  inside.  Eglit  states  that 
about  fifty  of  these  medals  were  issued  by 
President  Higinbotham.

VF/XF  with  the 
minor  field  marks  and  small  rim  dents  one 
usually  finds  on  these  large  and  soft  pot 
metal  pieces.  The  obverse  pictures  a high 
relief  depiction  of  the  Ferris  Wheel  with 
vital  statistics  about  the  wheel  around 
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AJACK  1824-5.  Brass.  Lustrous  AU  with  a 
few  minor  field  marks.  Military  bust  of 
Jackson  to  the  left.  Rx:  THE  NATION'S 
PRIDE.  Decidedly  rare  in  this  high  cond- 
ition. (D-E) 

230  AJACK  1824-6.  Brass.  Obverse  VG,  Reverse 
is  Fine.  Rare  unholed  variety.  A varia- 
tion of  the  above  design.  Only  12  report- 
edly struck.  A holed  example  in  our  last 
sale  brought  $110. 

231  SUPERB  HENRY  CLAY  RARITY.  HC  1832-1,  Hake 
3053.  White  Metal.  AOmm.  C.C. Wright, Sc. 
Bright  and  lustrous  Extremely  Fine.  Pier- 
ced at  the  top  for  wearing.  The  obverse 
shows  a togated  bust  of  Henry  Clay  to  the 
right.  The  reverse  has  a biographical 
inscription  enclosed  in  an  oak  wreath.  A 
classic  rarity  in  really  extraordinary 
condition.  We  have  not  been  able  to  locate 
any  modern  auction  records  at  all  on  this 
piece.  The  Bushnell  Sale  (1882)  had  a 
holed  example  in  white  metal  that  was  VF 
and  the  fabulous  Ramsay  McCoy  Sale  (1918) 
had  a similar  specimen.  A singular 
opportunity  to  obtain  one  of  the  true 
classics  of  political  numismatics.

An 
odd,  rather  boyish  portrait  of  Clay  to  the 
left,  signed  D.N.,  name  to  either  side. 
RX:  legend  around,  TO  THE  MEMORY  OF  HENRY 
CLAY.  THE  CITIZENS  OF  CALIFORNIA.  In  the 
center,  BORN/ 1777/DIED/ 1852 . A great 
rarity  - the  first  we  have  seen.  (E-F) 

233  MVB  1836-A.  Brass.  Holed  VF.  A large  X 

scratch  behind  the  bust  of  Van  Buren. 
DeWitt  comments  that  both  this  token  and 
its  larger  size  variation  (MVB  1836-1) 
should  probably  be  attributed  to  the 
campaign  of  1836  or  perhaps  to  the  inaug- 
uration in  1837.  (F) 

23A  MVB  18A0-1.  White  metal.  Bright  extremely 
fine  with  underlying  lustre.  Holed  for 
suspension.  Obverse  bust  left  of  Van 
Buren.  The  reverse  depicts  a flying  eagle 
with  scales  in  beak,  balanced  in  favor  of 
DEMOCRACY  over  FEDERALISM.  The  date,  MARCH 
A,  18A1,  in  the  center  is  the  date  of  Van 
Buren 's  inauguration  as  President.  An 
outstanding  condition  example  of  this 
rarity.  (G-H) 

235  MAGNIFICENT  18A0  VAN  BUREN  PORTRAIT  SULPH- 
IDE. Sullivan,  same  as  MVB  18A0-12  but 
25x28mm.  Hake  MVB  3010.  One  of  the  most 
desirable  of  the  sulphide  brooches.  The 
white  enameled  cameo  portrait  of  Van  Buren 
and  the  inscription  VAN  BUREN/  & DEMOCRACY 
are  set  off  beautifully  by  a dark  black 
background.  There  is  a small  chip  on  the 
bevelled  glass  in  the  upper  left  hand 
corner.  The  reverse  pin  is  present.  A 
stunning  display  piece.  An  identical 
sulphide,  but  with  a light  green  back- 
ground, was  sold  in  the  famous  Warner  Sale 
(1981)  for  $2,500.

Brass,  with  some  gilt  remain- 
ing. Holed  VF.  Saterlee  called  this  token 
"very  rare"  and  indeed,  it  is  the  first  we 
have  ever  handled.  The  obverse  legend  is 
the  familiar  HARRY  OF  THE  WEST.  (D-E) 

238  ZT  1848-12.  White  metal.  In  AU  with  light 

spotting.  Holed  for  suspension.  DeWitt 
makes  the  following  note,  "This  was  an 
approximate  reduction  of  the  congressional 
medal  awarded  to  Taylor  for  the  victories 
at  Palo  Alot  and  Resaca  de  la  Palma.  C.C. 
Wright  cut  the  dies  for  the  congressional 
medal  and  for  this  campaign  piece."  This 
comment  is  in  error.  Wright  did  not  cut 
the  dies  for  the  Congressional  medal 
referred  to  (Julian  MI-22).  That  partic- 
ularly ugly  portrait  was  based  on  a like- 
ness of  Taylor  by  William  G.  Brown  and 
executed  by  John  T.  Battin.  C.C.  Wright 
did,  however,  engrave  the  dies  for  the 
magnificent  Buena  Vista  medal  - Julian  MI- 
24.  The  fine  portrait  of  Taylor  on  the 

token  offered  here  is  a reduction  of  the 
bust  used  on  the  Buena  Vista  medal.  (F) 

239  ZT  1848-15.  Brass.  Uncirculated.  A few 
minor  spots.  The  reverse  legend  is  a bit 
weakly  struck  as  usual.  Civilian  bust  of 
Taylor  surrounded  by  a legend  giving  his 
military  title.  The  reverse  lists  the 
various  Mexican  War  battles  with  which  he 
was  associated.  (D) 

240  ZT  1848-18.  Brass.  Holed  VF.  Very  minor 

spotting.  Civilian  bust  of  Taylor  within 
a wreath.  Rx:  RIO  GRANDE  TEXAS  MAY  9 & 10 
1846.  DeWitt  notes  that  this  was  "one  of 
the  few  Taylor  pieces  not  restruck  and  has 
always  been  referred  to  as  very  rare.  Only 
a few  copies  exist  in  each  metal."  The 
only  auction  record  we  can  find  is  from 
our  sale  of  April  1976  in  which  a F/VF 
example  brought  $104.00.  (F-G) 

241  AL  1860-33.  Brass.  Holed  VF/XF.  An  early 
first  term  campaign  piece  which  spells 
Lincoln's  name  ABRAM.  The  reverse  legend 
describes  him  as  THE  MAN  THAT  CAN  SPLIT 
RAILS  OR  GUIDE  THE  SHIP  OF  STATE.  (D) 

242  AL  1860-35.  White  metal.  AU.  J.D. Lovett, 
Sc.  Bust  of  Lincoln  to  the  right.  Rx:  OUR 
NEXT  PRESIDENT.  DeWitt  comments  that  "This 
reverse  originally  appeared  on  a Martin 
Van  Buren  campaign  token  of  1836  and  later 
appeared  on  a Winfield  Scott  campaign  to- 
ken of  1852."  We,  however,  are  inclined  to 
think  that  this  reverse  originated  with 
the  Lincoln  token  and  was  subsequently 


muled  with  the  Van  Buren  and  Scott  obver- 
ses which  were  still  usable  in  the  1860s. 
The  reverse  die  work  is  distinctly  not 
that  of  the  1830  period  and  its  style  is 
certainly  not  in  harmony  with  that  of  the 
Van  Buren  obverse.

Without 
the  usual  planchet  clip.  An  unusual  bust 
of  Lincoln  probably  based  upon  the  Hesler 
campaign  photograph.  The  reverse  has  a 
fine  topical  slogan,  FREEDOM  NATIONAL 
SLAVERY  SECTIONAL.  (D) 

245  AL  1864-72.  King  112.  19mm.  Toned  silver 

proof  with  light  rub  on  the  high  spots  of 
Lincoln's  bust.  AN  HONEST  MAN  THE  CRISIS 
DEMANDS  HIS  RE-ELECTION  1864.  One  of  just 
a handfull  of  purely  political  campaign 
pieces  struck  at  the  U.S.Mint.  Dies  by 
Paquet.  How  times  have  changed.  Can  you 
imagine  a modern  day  President  having  the 
U.S.Mint  make  his  campaign  materials?  (F) 

246  AL  1864-104.  Lincoln  ferrotype  stickpin. 
21mm.  Brass  and  black  cloth  rim.  A beau- 
tiful bright  and  clear  tintype  photo  of 
Lincoln.  (F) 

247  RARE  LINCOLN  EMANCIPATION  MEDAL,  King  229. 
60mm.  Bronze.  Nice  chocolate  patina 
uncirculated.  Hughes  Bovy.Sc.  High 
relief  bearded  bust  of  Lincoln  to  the 
right  with  surrounding  legend.  Reverse 
inscription  within  outer  circle,  WITH 
MALICE  TOWARD  NONE  - WITH  CHARITY  TO  ALL 
4TH  MARCH  1865.  Within  the  circule  is  a 
four  line  inscription,  EMANCIPATION  OF 
SLAVERY  PROCLAMS.  SEPTEMBER  22,1862.  King 
notes  that  few  pieces  were  struck  from 
this  reverse  die  and  that  it  was  destroyed 
and  replaced  with  another  (King  230).  He 
attributes  this  to  the  fact  that  the  word 
"Proclaimed"  was  mispelled.  However,  the 
more  important  reason  was  probably  that 
the  phrase  "Emancipation  of  Slavery"  is 
nonsensical.  The  replacement  die  reworded 
the  inscription  to  read  "Abolition  of  Sla- 
very".

uncirculated  piece,  with  superlative  satin 
surfaces.  The  nicest  example  of  this 
medal  we  have  ever  seen.  Dies  by  Franky 
Magnidas.  Obverse  inscription  in  French 
surrounds  a bust  left  of  Lincoln. 
The  reverse  has  a Tomb  and  angel  with 
wreath  to  left.  Black  man  and  son 
representing  the  emancipated  race  to  the 
right.  American  eagle  above.  Clearly  one 
of  the  most  outstanding  of  the  contemp- 
orary Lincoln  medals.  The  funds  for  the 


medal  were  raised  by  public  subscription 
from  40,000  French  citizens.  An  example 
was  struck  in  gold  and  presented  to  Mrs. 
Lincoln.  (G) 

249  OUTSTANDING  LINCOLN  FULL  FACE  PORTRAIT  ME- 
DALLION 1909,  King  294.  117mm.  Bronze. 

J.E.Roine.Sc.  Struck  by  Medallic  Art  Co. 
Uncirculated.  The  obverse  of  this  large 
medallion  features  a striking  full-face 
portrait  of  Lincoln.  Lincoln  medallic 
portraits  are  almost  always  done  in 
profile.  The  artists  conception  of 
Lincoln  portrays  him  with  unruely  hair  and 
a gaunt  serious  demeanor.  The  eighteen 
line  reverse  contains  a quoted  tribute  to 
the  late  President  ending  with  the 
conclusion  that  he  "...WILL  EVER  STAND 
AMONG  THE  WORLD'S  BEST  AND  GREATEST  MEN". 
A wonderful  display  piece  and  a "must"  for 
the  serious  Lincoln  collector.  (F) 

250  LINCOLN  CENTENNIAL -GAR  MEDAL,  1909.  King  it 

301.  77mm.  Silver.  J.E.Roine.Sc.  A nice 

AU.  WITH  MALICE  TOWARD  NONE  WITH  CHARITY 
FOR  ALL  surrounds  Roine's  fine  portrait  of 
Lincoln  facing  left.  The  reverse  legend 
within  a wreath  indicates  that  the  medal 
was  struck  for  the  GAR  to  commemorate  the 
100th  anniversary  of  Lincoln's  birth. 
While  rather  common  in  bronze,  this  medal 
is  decidedly  rare  in  silver. 

251  LINCOLN  - A.N.S.  PLAQUE  1916.  73x102mm.  A 

uniface  bronze  piece  in  Uncirculated.  J.E. 
Roine.Sc.  The  obverse  portrays  Lincoln 
seated  at  his  desk  with  a quill  pen  in 
hand  signing  a document.  A winged  angel  is 
in  front  of  him  about  to  place  a wreath  on 
his  head.  Edgemarked  WHITEHEAD -HOAG  90. 
This  is  an  original  striking  for  the  ANS 
in  an  edition  of  100.  The  medal  was  re- 
struck many  years  later  by  the  Medallic 
Art  Company.  That  medal  bears  their  edge- 
mark.  (F-G) 

252  RARE  ELDER  TOKEN,  King  350,  DeLorey  19.  In 
aluminum.  31mm.  AU.  Bust  of  Lincoln 
right  with  surrounding  legend.  Reverse, 
HONEST  ABE/ALL  AMERICANS /RICH  AND  POOR/ 
REVERE  HIS  MEMORY/TIME  INCREASES  HIS  FAME. 
20  struck.  (D) 

253  Another  example  of  DeLorey  it  19  but  overst- 
ruck on  a 36mm  copper  planchet  with  an 
engrailled  edge.  Uncirculated.  According 
to  DeLorey,  "Smith  stated  that  'There  were 
overstrikes  as  follows:  4 on  silver,  1 on 
nickel  and  20  on  copper.'  However,  he  did 
not  state  what  designs  were  on  the  over- 
struck tokens,  and  this  author  had  not 
seen  any  of  them."  (F)

NNER 1909,  King  753,  Smedley  it 83.  Bronze 
cast  mounted  on  green  marble.  The  plaq- 
uette  is  86x64mm. , the  marble  measures 
107x85mm.  Extremely  fine.  Reverse  mount 
for  hanging.  This  is  the  discovery  piece 
originally  purchased  from  a 1979  Johnson  & 
Jensen  fixed  price  list  for  $800.00.  The 


medal  is  probably  the  most  popular  of  all 
Brenner's  work  inasmuch  as  the  Lincoln 
portrait  was  later  adapted  for  use  on  our 
one  cent  coin.  The  medal  here  is  the  same 
design  as  the  larger  sized  plaque  by 
Brenner  and  is  cast  by  the  same  foundry, 
S.J.  Klaber  of  NYC  (although  this  partic- 
ular piece  is  minus  the  reverse  stand 
which  would  have  contained  the  Klaber 
mark).  The  small  plaque  is  many  times 
rarer  than  the  large  one.  We  know  of  only 
one  other  example.

A dynamite  piece  for 
the  1872  campaign.  Jugate  ferros  for  this 
campaign  are  many  times  rarer  than  those 
for  1868.

267  UNIQUE  AND  UNLISTED  GREELEY  STICKPIN.  A 

flesh  colored  cardboard  picture  of  Greeley 
wearing  his  signature  broad  brim  hat. 


Surrounding  the  face  is  a large  white  fea- 
ther which  serves  as  an  exaggeration  of 
Greeley's  famous  chin  whiskers. 

Today,  Horace  Greeley  is  known  primar- 
ily as  one  of  our  great  19th  Century  news- 
papermen and  as  the  author  of  the  exhorta- 
tion, "Go  West  young  man,  go  West".  In  his 
time,  he  was  a powerful  and  independent 
voice  in  political  and  social  affairs.  He 
was  a fierce  supporter  of  the  war  to 
preserve  the  Union  and  was  instrumental  in 
Lincoln's  decision  to  free  the  slaves. 

When  the  war  was  over,  his  energies 
turned  toward  reconciliation.  He  antagon- 
ized many  by  his  decision  to  sign  Jeffer- 
son Davis'  bail  bond.  His  concern  with 
reuniting  the  nation  reached  its  apex  in 
1871  when  he  combined  with  distinguished 
Republicans  in  the  Senate  and  elsewhere  to 
form  the  Liberal  Republican  Party  and 
called  a convention  to  nominate  a national 
ticket.  On  the  6th  Ballot,  the  supporters 
of  R.  Gratz  Brown  rallied  to  Greeley  and 
he  received  the  nomination  over  the 
favored  Charles  Francis  Adams. 

At  first,  his  nomination  caught  the 
public  fancy,  but  he  received  the  "kiss  of 
death"  when  the  Democrats,  instead  of  put- 
ting a ticket  in  the  field,  as  had  been 
expected,  formally  nominated  him.  This 
action  of  his  life-long  opponents  aliena- 
ted many  ardent  Republicans.  He  lost  the 
election  to  Grant,  carrying  none  of  the 
northern  states  and  only  six  of  the  south- 
ern. As  a result  of  the  strenuous  campaign 
and  the  strain  of  caring  for  his  enfeebled 
wife  who  died  shortly  before  the  election, 
Greeley  passed  away  from  "nervous  exhaus- 
tion" less  than  a month  after  the  pres- 
idential votes  were  tallied.  (F)

Housed  in  a 
deluxe  leather  presentation  case.  Obverse 
facing  portrait  of  the  late  President  with 
his  name  above  and  birth  and  death  dates 
over  his  left  shoulder.  The  reverse  port- 
rays the  three  phases  of  his  public  life: 
the  PT  Boat  109  and  his  naval  officer's 
insignia;  the  Massachusetts  state  seal 
representing  his  Senatorial  service;  and 
finally,  the  Presidential  seal.  These 
portions  are  separated  by  oak  leaves 
(signifying  strength)  and  laurel  leaves 
(signifying  eternity).  In  1963,  the 
President  personally  approved  the  obverse 
portrait  on  this  medal  for  use  on  a campa- 
ign medal  for  the  1964  election.  His 
assassination  foreclosed  such  use.  The 
medal  was  then  redesigned  for  use  as  a 
memorial  tribute.  Menconi's  portrait  of 
Kennedy  is  recognized  as  outstanding  and 


is  rivaled  only  by  the  Manship  Inaugural 
portrait  which  was  in  profile.  According 
to  Rochette,  a single  gold  specimen  was 
presented  to  Mrs.  Kennedy  in  a special 

holder.  We  doubt  that  this  is  the  medal 
presented  to  the  President's  widow  and 

surmise  that  at  least  a second  gold 

specimen  was  struck.  One  of  the  most 

important  of  all  Kennedy  medals  and  sure

1952  ANA.  Less  historically  informative,  but 
still  important  is  the  Federal  Coin  Exchange 
cataloge  of  the  58  piece  Foster  Collection  sold 
in  November  of  1956.  Finally,  Adna  G.  Wilde, 
Jr.  wrote  "Lesher  Referendum  Medals  Where  Are 
They  Today?"  which  was  published  in  the  February 
1978  Numismatist.  The  Wilde  monograph  attempts 
to  trace  the  whereabouts  of  all  known  Lesher 
dollars  and  is  particularly  valuable  for  purp- 
oses of  pedigree  and  for  his  opinions  on  mintage 
and  availability. 

Lest  the  reference  to  the  Rumbel  and  Foster 
Collections  be  deceiving,  we  should  quickly 
comment  that  the  appearance  of  a Lesher  Dollar 
is  by  no  means  a common  occurrence.  These  two 
collections  were  extraordinary  in  their  scope. 
We  can  recall  but  one  auction  in  the  past  ten 
years  that  offered  more  than  one  specimen.  Most 
of  the  recent  sales  of  which  we  are  aware  have 
been  in  the  $750-1,250  range,  depending  upon 
rarity  and  condition. 

192  HK  787.  FIRST  TYPE  - 1900  ISSUE.  Zerbe  1. 
Fine.  # 90.  This  is  the  most  distinctive 
type  in  the  entire  series.  According  to 
Ford,  Frank  Hurd  of  Denver  cut  the  dies 
and  the  coins  were  struck  by  a private 
firm  in  the  city.  The  number  is  engraved 
rather  than  punched.  The  dies  were  seized 
by  the  government,  thus  stopping  the 
production  of  the  first  type.  100  were 
struck  of  which  Wilde  knows  of  38.  This 
piece  came  from  the  Max  Mehl  auction  of 
12/18/23. 

193  HK  788.  BUMSTEAD  TYPE  - FIRST  REVERSE.  It 

is  Zerbe  2.  #180 . XF.  According  to  Ford, 

the  dies  for  this  and  all  subsequent 
varieties  were  cut  by  Herman  Otto.  The 
striking  was  done  in  Denver.  Since  the 
first  reverse  is  found  numbered  up  to 
about  600,  it  was  long  presumed  that  600 
pieces  were  actually  struck.  Wilde, 
however,  believes  that  "it  is  highly 
unlikely  that  more  than  210  were  actually 
struck."  A.B.Bumstead  was  the  first 
merchant  to  use  Mr.  Lesher 's  Dollars.  His 
satisfaction  was  apparent  when  he  ordered 
a second  time;  a new  type  being  created

Wilde  listed  it  as  a Zerbe  5 
with  the  notation  that  it  was  listed  in 
the  Auction  as  a Slusher  variety,  "prob- 
ably in  error".  He  said  that  because  the 
highest  known  Slusher  number  was  547  while 
the  Zerbe  5 group  had  a good  many  pieces 
numbered  in  the  1000  range.  That  this 
piece  exists  illustrates  the  lack  of  rhyme 
or  reason  to  the  numbering  "system". 

197  HK  795.  GEO.  MULLER/ VICTOR,  COLO.  Zerbe  9. 

#1542.  Sharply  struck  XF.  According  to 
Zerbe,  Mullen  was  a shoemaker  and  had  only 
100  pieces  imprinted.  Wilde,  however, 

opines  that  but  50  pieces  were  stamped 
with  the  Mullen  name.  This  particular 

number  does  not  appear  on  the  Wilde  list. 
It  is  from  our  Sale  #30,  Lot  365. 

198  HK  796.  BOYD  PARK/DENVER  COLO.  Zerbe  10, 
the  very  rare  sub-variety  without  the 
number  punched  in.  XF/AU  with  proof-like 
surfaces.  Small  oval  planchet  flaw  in  the 
mountain  area  and  another  flaw  above  the 
first  E in  MERCHANDISE.  Boyd  Park  was  a 
Denver  jeweller.  Wilde  believes  only  150 
pieces  were  imprinted  for  him.  Of  the  33 
examples  known  to  Wilde,  only  six  were 
without  numbers.

Thomas  Elder 
was  a bitter  foe  of  Bryan's  and  issued  a 
number  of  tokens  mocking  him  and  his 
silver  policies.  DeLorey  states  that  only 
10-12  pieces  were  struck  in  silver.  (F) 

200  HK  816.  Same,  but  struck  in  white  metal. 
Uncirculated  with  proof- like  surfaces.  One 
of  only  6 struck.  (F) 

201  HK  817.  Same,  but  struck  in  pewter.  (De- 
Lorey calls  it  lead).  Dark  uncirculated 
with  a few  trivial  edge  marks.  Only  6 
struck.  (F). 

202  HK  818.  Same,  but  struck  in  aluminum.  An 
uncirculated  with  proof- like  surfaces.  One 
of  only  6 struck.  (F) 

203  HK  819.  Same,  but  struck  in  a brownish  red 
fibre.  Uncirculated  with  an  imperfection 
that  resembles  a heavy  die  break  running 
diagonally  from  edge  to  edge  along  the 
right  quarter  of  the  obverse.  (F)

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204  HK  820.  MONTANA  DOLLAR.  1933.  Silver.  An 
XF  with  a number  of  small  edge  nicks  and 
dents.  A membership  medal  given  by  the 
Montana  Silver  Association.  (E-F) 

205  HK  821.  NEVADA  DOLLAR -STERLING  INVESTMENT 
COMPANY,  1933.  Silver.  AU.  An  interesting 
issue  closely  connected  to  the  Pedley-Ryan 
Dollars.  In  1933,  Pedley-Ryan  & Co.  began 
to  sell  round,  rimless,  plain  edge  discs, 
the  size  of  a standard  silver  dollar  and 
containing  430  grains  and  .99  Fine  silver. 
They  were  sold  three  for  a dollar  and  the 
company  was  to  redeem  them  at  the  prevail- 
ing market  price  of  silver.  It  was  hoped 
that  purchasers  would  gain  when  silver 
reached  the  16-1  ratio  anticipated  by  the 
silver  interests  and  that  the  mining 
interests  would  benefit  from  the  increased 
demand  for  their  silver  if  these  pieces 
proved  popular.  The  sales  goals  were  not 
met  and  the  scheme  was  abandoned  after 
about  six  months.  As  part  of  its  promo- 
tion, a Pedley-Ryan  salesman  solicited  an 
order  for  2500  planchets  from  a junior 
member  of  the  Sterling  Investment  Co. 
firm.  However,  when  they  were  delivered, 
imprinted  with  Sterling's  name,  they  were 
disapproved  by  a senior  member  of  the  firm 
and  returned  to  Pedley-Ryan.  Only  a very 
few  pieces  were  retained  by  Sterling  and 
those  returned  were  melted  by  Pedley-Ryan. 
HK  estimates  that  fewer  than  12  are  ex- 
tant. This  is  the  first  piece  we  have  ever 
handled.  (G) 

206  HK  822.  PEDLEY-RYAN  DOLLAR-TYPE  I,  1933. 

Silver.  AU.  This  is  the  first  type  struck. 
Both  sides  are  the  same,  neither  mention- 
ing anything  about  is  silver  content.  Only

207  HK  824.  PEDLEY-RYAN  DOLLAR-TYPE  III.  In 

silver.  Toned  uncirculated.  These  pieces 
were  withdrawn  when  it  was  noticed  that 
the  reverse  erroneously  was  punched  90 
rather  than  99.  HK  states  that  fewer  than 
85  pieces  were  produced.  (F) 

208  HK  826.  PEDLEY-RYAN  DOLLAR-TYPE  V.  Silver. 
AU.  A very  rare  type  which  omits  the  word 
DENVER  on  the  obverse.  We  can  recall  hand- 
ling no  other  specimen.  (F) 

209  HK  827.  PEDLEY-RYAN  DOLLAR-TYPE  VI  (ROBB- 
INS ON  THE  CORNER).  Silver.  XF.  300  Type 
IV  discs  were  purchased  by  this  clothing 
firm.  One  Saturday  morning  in  1933,  one 
of  the  owners  seated  himself  in  the 
store's  display  window  and,  using  a punch- 
type  die,  impressed  ROBBINS  ON  THE  CORNER 
on  the  obverse  of  each  piece.  With  each 
purchase,  customers  could  buy  one  of  the 
discs  for  $1.  All  300  pieces  were  sold 
that  day.  These  must  have  proved  popular 
momentoes  for  in  spite  of  the  relatively 
large  issue,  this  is  the  first  that  we 
ever  recall  seeing.

Silver.  Tiny  rim  dent  on  the  obverse  at 


5:30.  All  of  the  prior  Pedley-Ryan  Dollars 
have  incused  lettering;  this  piece  is  the 
only  one  with  raised  legends.  This  is  also 
the  most  numismatically  interesting  be- 
cause of  its  reverse  inscription,  BIMETAL- 
ISM/ 16-1/MEANS  VALUE/OF  THIS  TOKEN/  WOULD 
BE/$1.29.  50  pieces  were  struck.  They 

rarely  appear  on  the  numismatic  market. 
The  only  recent  auction  record  we  can  find 
is  from  our  Sale  It  24  (1978)  when  an

211  HK  829.  AARON  WHITE  DOLLAR,  1858.  Sullivan 
AI  1857-1.  Copper.  Choice  red  and  brown 
uncirculated.  "NEVER  KEEP  A PAPER  DOLLAR 
IN  YOUR  POCKET  TILL  TOMORROW".  These  med- 
alets  were  issued  by  an  eccentric  Connect- 
icut lawyer,  Aaron  White,  to  publicize  his 
belief  that  the  federal  government  was 
going  bankrupt  because  of  its  undue  reli- 
ance on  paper  currency.  (D) 

212  HK  830.  Same,  but  struck  in  brass.  A nice 
uncirculated  with  a small  spot  covering 
the  P of  PENDENS.  (D) 

213  HK  832.  WHIPPLE  DOLLAR.  Uncirculated  with 
a few  minor  dark  spots.  A token,  the  de- 
sign of  which  was  clearly  inspired  by  the 
reverse  of  the  Morgan  dollar.  Little  is 
known  about  its  origin.  Some  collectors 
have  said  that  it  is  an  unfinished  emboss- 
ed store  card;  a theory  with  which  we 
disagree  because  of  the  relatively  thick 
planchet.  According  to  HK,  the  prevailing 
opinion  is  that  it  is  a private  issue  of 
the  1897  campaign  along  with  the  Tiffany 
and  Gorham  Bryan  Dollars.  (D) 

214  HK  833.  BICKFORD  DOLLAR,  1897.  Aluminum 

with  brass  center.  Unholed  XF.  A most 

interesting  bi-metallic  token  which  is  an 
example  of  Dana  Bickford's  proposal  for  an 
international  coinage.  This  is  the 
scarcest  of  the  Bickford  issues  which  one 
might  reasonably  expect  to  obtain.  (E) 

215  HK  867.  COLORADO  CENTURY  OF  PROGRESS  DOLL- 
AR, 1933.  Silver.  XF/AU.  This  is  the 

rarest  of  the  four  types  of  Colorado 
Dollars.  Only  300  struck.  (E) 

216  HK  871.  UNITED  NATIONS  MONETARY  PATTERN, 
1946.  Silver.  Gem  rainbow  toned  proof. 
This  piece  represents  another  proposal  for 
an  international  coinage.  It  was  the  joint 
conception  of  well-known  numismatists  Abe 
Kosoff  and  Hans  Schulman.  (D) 

217  HK  874  IMPORTANT  NAMED  LOYAL  NATIONAL  LEA- 
GUE MEMBER'S  MEDAL.  Sullivan  C 1861-3. 
Silver.  Choice  uncirculated.  Unholed. 
As  the  obverse  indicates,  the  member  of 
the  Loyal  National  League  was  PLEDGED  TO 
UNCONDITIONAL  LOYALTY  TO  THE  GOVERNMENT 
AND  TO  NATIONAL  UNITY.  Above  the  word, 
"pledged  to"  is  hand  inscribed  in  a 
flowing  script,  the  name  of  WILLIAM  LUND. 

The  Loyal  National  League  was  organ- 
ized in  1861  as  a reaction  to  the  prop- 
aganda of  the  Copperhead  movement  in  the 
Border  States.  This  militant  group  was 
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dedicated  to  rooting  out  disloyalty  in  the 
Federal  Government  and  demanded  that 
Southern  sympathizers  be  dismissed  from 
government  employment.  This  is  the  first 
named  member's  medal  we  have  ever  seen  and 
as  such  is  much  more  historically  impor- 
tant than  uninscribed  examples.  It  is  a 
significant  relic  of  the  civil  strife 
which  preceded  the  open  warfare  between 
the  North  and  South  (an  addition  to  the 
Emmons  Collection).  (F-G) 

HK  876.  DENVER  MINT  OPENING,  1905.  Bronze. 
Fine  with  several  deep  scratches  near  and 
through  the  0 in  the  date.  This  is  the  HK 
plate  token.  According  to  HK  this  was  the 
first  product  of  the  Denver  Mint,  used  to 
test  the  new  machinery  and  possibly  the 
dies  for  the  $20  gold  piece.  It  was  offer- 
ed as  a souvenir  at  the  opening  ceremonies 
and  "Despite  the  statement  that  'thousands 
were  struck, ' the  medal  was  unobtainable 


at  the  Mint  following  the  ceremonies  and 
was  'decidedly  scarce'  in  Denver".  (F) 

219  HK  877.  ELDER- ANTI -GERMAN  MEDAL.  DeLorey 
97.  Brass.  Choice  uncirculated.  Thomas 
Elder's  super-patriotism  is  much  in  evid- 
ence with  this  inflammatory  token  equating 
"Prussian  Kultur"  with  the  murder  of  150 
Americans.  (E-F) 

220  HK  880.  Nicely  toned  thin  planchet  silver 
proof.  Another  of  Elder's  medallic  rant- 
ings.  This  one  attacks  by  name  many  of 
the  Senators  and  Representatives  who  voted 
against  the  declaration  of  war  against  Ge- 
rmany in  April  of  1917.  Extremely  rare  in 
silver.  (F) 

221  HK  890.  ELDER  ANTI -GERMAN -AMERICAN  MEDAL. 

DeLorey  96.  Aluminum  proof.  Elder's 
prejudice  is  most  blatant  on  this  piece 
which  proclaims,  "STAND  BY  THE  UNITED 
STATE  FLAG.  NO  ROOM  HERE  FOR  "HYPHENS"  OR 
"KAISERISTS" . (E)

surrounded  by  a legend  giving  his  birth 
and  death  dates.  This  is  a rare  original 
striking  of  this  medal  (Rulau/Fuld  rate  it 
R-9).  The  dies  still  existed  at  least  up 
through  the  1960 's  when  a small  number  of 
silver  restrikes  were  made.  (D)

Rainbow  toned  uncirculated.  Bust  right  of 
Washington  within  a central  circle 
surrounded  by  an  eagle  and  trophies  of 
war.  Reverse,  View  of  the  Washington 
equestrian  statue  at  Union  Square  in  New 
York  City.  An  R8  medal  which  would  grace 
even  the  most  sophisticated  Washington 
cabinet.  (F) 

WASHINGTON,  THE  GREAT  AND  GOOD.  Baker  357. 
47mm.  White  metal.  A. C. Morin, Sc.  Nice 
bright  uncirculated.  Obverse  bust  of 
Washington  to  the  left.  Reverse,  a wreath 
of  cornucopia  completed  at  top  by  branches 


of  laurel  and  oak  enclosing  a blank  cent- 
er. Morin  cut  the  obverse  die  for  this 

medal  in  1832  according  to  Baker.  The 
reverse,  obviously  intended  for  award 
purposes,  was  probably  done  later.  A 
scarce  (R-7)  and  fine  looking  medal.  (D-E) 

226  WASHINGTON  MONUMENT  ASSOCIATION-FOREMOST 

FARMER  MEDAL,  1899.  Baker  1825.  39mm. 

Silver.  Choice  toned  uncirculated.  Struck 
at  the  U.S.Mint  to  commemorate  the  centen- 
nary  of  Washington's  death.  Obverse  bust 
of  Washington  right  with  legend  surround- 
ing. Reverse,  Winged  female  holding  torch 
above  agricultural  implements.  Legend, 
WASHINGTON,  FOREMOST  FARMER  OF  HIS  DAY. 
One  of  a series  of  four  medals  each 
utilizing  a common  obverse  while  the 
reverses  reflect  Washington  s various 
associations  with  the  City  of  Alexandria, 
Va.  According  to  Julian,  a total  of  206 
medals  were  struck  in  silver,  however  the 
Mint  records  do  not  disclose  the  mintage 
breakdown  among  the  four  varieties.  (E)

A.F.  & A.M.  1788.  In  the  center  is  a 
masonic  apron.  Although  these  medals  were 
intended  to  commemorate  the  1899  centenn- 
ial event,  they  were  not  actually  struck 
until  1904.

The 
obverse  portrays  a truncated  bust  of  Saint 
Gaudens  to  the  left  with  Fraser's  signa- 
ture in  full  below.  Inscription,  SPECIAL 
MEDAL  OF  HONOR  CREATED  FOR  AUGUSTUS  SAINT 


GAUDENS.  PAN  AMERICAN  EXPOSITION  BUFFALO 
NEW  YORK  MCMI . The  reverse  portrays  an 
allegorical  figure  of  a semi-nude  male 
sculptor  with  a Pegasus  statue  behind.

U.S.  ASSAY  COMMISSION  MEDALS 


Our  recent  Dreyfuss  Collection  Sale  contained  over  one  hundred  Assay  Commission  medals  and  was 
the  largest  of  its  kind  ever  to  cross  the  auction  block.  The  bidding  was  fast  and  furious  with 
both  new  and  old  collectors  vying  for  these  rare  medals.  As  we  noted  in  that  sale,  there  is  no 
such  things  as  a "common"  Assay  Commission  medal.  All  could  be  termed  "rare"  with  the  exception  of 
the  1977  which  was  sold  to  the  public.  With  the  new  interest  engendered  by  the  Dreyfuss  offering, 
we  strongly  suggest  that  the  serious  collector  should  acquire  what  he  can  now  before  frustrated 
competitors  for  the  series  really  bid  prices  into  the  stratosphere. 


313  1870  ASSAY  COMMISSION  MEDAL.  AC8 , FMA  905 

Uncirculated  with  a few  trivial  spots  and 
the  tiniest  bit  of  rub  on  Columbia's 
breast.  Note  that  in  the  Pessolano-Filos 
book,  the  obverse  plate  was  transposed 
with  that  intended  for  1872.  The  Julian 
illustration  is  correct. 

The  ornate  obverse  design  depicts 
Columbia  standing,  holding  aloft  a set  of 
scales  in  her  left  hand  and  a snake  hoop 
in  her  right.  At  her  feet  is  a cornucopia 
over  flowing  with  coins,  a strongbox  and 
an  acid  retort  for  assaying.  There  is 
also  an  animal  at  her  feet  which  has 
precipi-  tated  some  controversy  as  to  its 
identity.  Ernest  Keusch  and  Francis 
Pessolano-Filos  believe  it  to  be  a canine 
while  Robert  Julian  and  David  Bowers  think 
it  to  be  a lion.  We  are,  however,  of  the 
opinion  that  the  beast  is  most  certainly  a 
drekisha-hoondt , an  ancient  Hebrew  mytho- 
logical animal  whose  features  closely 
approximate  those  of  the  animal  on  this 
medal.  As  with  the  Dreyfuss  specimen, 
this  piece  is  struck  from  a later  state  of 
the  dies  and  shows  a raised  break  at  the 
upper  right  of  the  8 in  1870. 

314  1871  ASSAY  COMMISSION  MEDAL.  AC-9,  FMA  - 
Unlisted.  Copper.  33mm.  Uncirculated 
with  multi-hued  toning.  The  obverse 
depicts  Archimedes  standing  in  an  archway 
gazing  down  at  a tub  with  water  spouting 
from  a lion's  head.  On  this  variety  (but 
not  on  AC- 10),  the  director's  name  appears 
in  two  lines:  J. POLLOCK/ DIRECTOR. 


315  1877  ASSAY  COMMISSION  MEDAL.  AC- 16,  FMA- 
912.  Copper.  33mm.  Choice  uncirculated. 
The  Archimedes  obv. , somewhat  retouched, 
is  again  used  on  this  medal.  No  director's 
name  is  below.  According  to  Julian,  25 
bronze  medals  were  struck. 

316  1885  ASSAY  COMMISSION  MEDAL.  AC-28,  FMA- 
923.  Bronze.  33mm.  Uncirculated.  An 
unsigned  obverse  portrait  of  Chester  A 
Arthur  surrounded  by  an  inscription.  The 
reverse  is  from  the  same  die  used  to 
strike  the  1882  and  1883  medals  showing  a 
goddess  instructing  a youth  in  the  hand- 
ling of  balance  scales,  with  the  inscrip 
tion  LIBRA  PROBAT  OPUS  (The  scales  verify 
the  weight)  above.  Julian  notes  that  the 
mirror  image  of  the  reverse  was  used  in 
1920  on  the  Manila  Mint  Medal.  The  reverse 
is,  in  his  opinion,  one  of  the  best  in  the 
entire  series  of  assay  medals. 

317  1891  ASSAY  COMMISSION  MEDAL.  AC- 34,  FMA- 

929.  Silver.  33.5mm.  Nicely  toned  with 
just  the  slightest  bit  of  rub.  The  obverse 
has  a portrait  of  William  Windom,  who  ser- 
ved as  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  eight 
months  in  1881  and  then  from  March  5,  1889 
through  January  25,  1891.  He  died  less 

than  two  weeks  before  the  Assay  Commission 
met  on  February  11th.  The  reverse  shows  a 
bearded  man  conducting  an  assay  beneath 
the  legend  SCIENTA  CORONAT  OPUS  (Knowledge 
crowns  the  work). 

318  1896  ASSAY  COMMISSION  MEDAL.  Silver.  33mm. 
FMA-935.  Just  the  slightest  bit  of  rub  on 
the  matte  surfaces  of  this  scarce  medal. 
The  obverse  portrait  is  that  of  President 


Cleveland  facing  right.  The  reverse  shows 
a standing  goddess  holding  in  one  hand  a 
pair  of  scales  and  in  the  other  a mirror. 
The  helmeted  head  of  Athena  appears  on  a 
medallion  amidst  olive  leaves  to  the 
right. 

319  1900  ASSAY  COMMISSION  MEDAL.  Silver.  33mm. 

FMA-939.  A beautiful  rainbow  toned  medal 
with  an  extremely  faint  hairline  on 
McKinley's  cheek.  The  obverse  bust  of 

McKinley  is  from  the  same  die  used  in  the 
preceding  year.  The  reverse  depicts  a 
seated  female  figure  holding  balance 
scales  with  a surrounding  inscription, 
UNITED  STATES  MINT  ANNUAL  ASSAY  1900.  Only 
40  silver  medals  were  struck  for  the  Comm- 
ission which  met  on  Valentines  Day. 

320  1928  ASSAY  COMMISSION  MEDAL.  Bronze.  FMA // 

967.  50.75mm.  AU.  The  obverse  die  with 

Sinnock's  bust  of  Coolidge  is  the  same 
used  to  strike  both  the  1926  and  1927 
issues.  The  reverse  is  a new  design  by 

Adam  Pietz  and  depicts  a scene  labeled 
FIRST  COINING  PRESS  U.S.MINT  1793  showing 
two  mint  workmen  at  a screw  press.  50 
medals  were  struck  in  bronze.  (F-G)

The 
Fillmore  medal  reverse  is  a departure  from 
the  standardized  clasped  hands  motif f.  The 
reverse  scene  pictured  is  that  of  a farmer 
pointing  to  the  American  flag.  He  stands 
before  an  Indian  whom,  presumably,  he  is 
instructing  in  the  virtues  of  labor, 
virtue  and  honor  (the  legend  at  the  top  of 
the  reverse).  The  obverse  was  engraved  by 
Salathiel  Ellis  and  the  reverse  by  Joseph 
Willison.  The  pair  also  collaborated  on 
the  Pierce,  Buchannan  and  Lincoln  peace 
medals.

thony Paquet.Sc.  Almost  uncirculated  with 
several  minor  spots.  A most  attractive 
specimen  with  a red  mahogany  color.  (F) 

330  "THE  FARMER"  SEASON  MEDAL.  IP-53,  Prucha- 

37,  Baker  171.  45mm.  Bronze.  Fine-Very 

Fine  with  a rim  dig  at  about  6:00  on  the 
obverse  and  other  minor  rim  nicks. 
Scattered  surface  marks  consistent  with 
the  grade  of  this  piece.  Original  loop 
removed  at  the  top.  This  medal  is  one  of 
three  medals  designed  by  the  famous 
American  artist,  John  Trumbull  to  serve  as 
special  Indian  medals  for  President  Wash- 
ington's second  term  of  office.  They  have 
commonly  been  referred  to  as  "season 
medals"  although  the  scenes  depicted  are 
not,  strictly  speaking,  seasonal  represen- 
tations. According  to  the  artist,  this 
medal  showing  a man  sowing  wheat  - in  the 
distance  another  person  ploughing  and  a 
small  house  and  enclosures  - "character- 
izes the  first  steps  in  agriculture". 
Following  Trumbull's  directions,  each  of 
the  medals  carried  the  letters  U.S.A.  in 
the  exergue  on  the  obverse,  and  the 
inscription  SECOND  PRESIDENCY  OF  GEO.  WAS- 
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HINGTON  MDCCXCVI,  encircled  with  a wreath 
of  oak  and  olive  leaves,  on  the  reverse. 
The  dies  were  cut  in  England  by  C.H. 
Kuchler  and  struck  in  the  Birmingham  Mint 
of  Boulton  and  Watt.  This  is  a rare  and 
desirable  medal  which  was  not  represented 
in  the  Dreyfuss  Collection.  ($750-  $1000). 

PRESIDENTIAL  MEDALS 

331  ORIGINAL  SANSOM  MEDAL.  PR-1,  Baker  71.  In 
Tin.  41mm.  Choice  almost  uncirculated 
with  bright  proof-like  surfaces.  There 
are  a few  light  surface  marks  in  the  field 
in  front  of  Washington's  bust.  Overall  an 
outstanding  appearing  example  superior  to 
that  in  the  Dreyfuss  Collection.  Struck 
from  the  original  dies  engraved  in  1806  by 
John  Reich  on  the  commission  of  Joseph 
Sansom.  The  obverse  bears  Washington's 
bust  to  the  right,  after  Gilbert  Stuart's 
rendition  of  the  president;  while  the 
reverse  bears  the  symbols  of  military  and 
civil  office,  laid  down  at  the  end  of 
Washington's  term  as  president  in  1797. 
Rare.  (G) 

332  ORIGINAL  SANSOM  MEDAL.  PR-1,  Baker  71.  In 
Copper.  Uncirculated.  This  is  probably 
one  of  the  last  pieces  struck  from  the 
original  dies  as  the  medal  bears  more  rust 
marks  than  this  writer  has  previously  seen 
on  these  original  medals.  (F) 

333  LINCOLN-GARFIELD  GOLD  MEDAL.  PR-40,  King 

524.  25.5mm.  Nice  proof  with  a few  insig- 

nificant toning  spots.  Signed  under  both 
busts  with  a "B"  for  William  Barber.  The 
Mint  originally  charged  $9  for  this  med- 
alet  which  was  struck  almost  immediately 
after  Garfield's  assassination  on  Septem- 
ber 19,  1881.  They  were  quite  popular  and 
many  were  made  into  charms  for  ladies.  The 
Dreyfuss  specimen  was  only  XF  and  was 
mounted.  (H)

334  WASHINGTON  BEFORE  BOSTON.  MI-1,  Baker  48. 
Copper.  68mm.  Choice  uncirculated.  Edge- 
marked  with  a pointing  hand  CUIVRE  indic- 
ating it  was  struck  in  the  1845-60  period. 
This  is  a specimen  of  the  second  French 
restrike.  The  obverse  is  the  original  die, 
showing  the  die  rusting  in  an  advanced 
state.  The  reverse  is  a new  die,  without 
periods  after  the  Roman  numerals  and  only 
three  legs  showing  underneath  Washington's 
horse.  The  second  French  restrikes  in  the 
Dreyfuss  Collection  were  all  of  a later 
period  than  this  one.  Decidedly  scarce  and 
most  attractive.  (F) 

335  MAJOR  GENERAL  ALEXANDER  MACOMB.  MI- 16. 

65mm.  Copper.  Nice  uncirculated  with 
proof-like  fields.  Struck  from  original 
dies  with  the  same  area  of  die  rust 


noticeable  beneath  Macomb's  collar  as  on 
the  Dreyfuss  example.  The  reverse  shows 
an  overview  of  the  Battle  of  Plattsburg, 
September  11,  1814,  where  Macomb  commanded 
the  American  land  forces.  Together  with 
Captain  Thomas  MacDonough's  fleet,  they 
defeated  the  invading  British,  who  far 
outnumbered  them.  (E-F) 

336  MAJOR  GENERAL  PETER  B.  PORTER.  MI-18.  In 

Copper.  65mm.  Choice  almost  uncirculated. 
Struck  from  the  original  dies,  one  of  but 
100  said  to  have  been  struck.  The  reverse 
bears  the  altered  date  of  the  Battle  of 
Erie,  September  17  appearing  punched  over 
August  15.  (E) 

337  BRIGADIER  GENERAL  ELEAZER  RIPLEY.  MI- 19. 

65mm.  Copper.  Uncirculated  with  a light 
slide  mark  in  the  field  of  the  reverse. 
Struck  from  the  original  dies,  one  of  less 
than  100  said  to  have  been  struck.  Award- 
ed to  Ripley  for  his  participation  in  the 
Battles  of  Chippewa  and  Niagra  and  for  the 
two  Battles  of  Erie.  Although  the  dies 
were  finished  in  1826,  the  medals  were  not 
struck  until  12  years  later  because  of  a 
dispute  as  to  whether  or  not  Ripley  had 
actually  participated  in  the  two  Erie 
battles.  Julian  comments  that,  "Finally 
someone  took  the  trouble  to  look  up  the 
original  reports  from  the  commanding 
officers  at  the  battle  and  it  was  found 
that  Ripley  had  indeed  been  present  and 
played  an  important  part."  (E-F) 


NAVAL  MEDALS 

338  CAPTAIN  JOHN  PAUL  JONES.  NA-1.  57mm.  In 

Copper.  Choice  almost  uncirculated  with 
medium  brown  patination  and  satin  proof- 
like surfaces.  Edge  marked  with  a bee  and 
CUIVRE  indicating  it  was  struck  in  the 
1861-79  period.  This  is  a French  restrike 
using  the  original  dies  with  the  design- 
er's name  Dupre  beneath  Jones'  shoulder. 
The  U.S.  Mint  made  restrike  dies  for  this 
medal  omit  the  Dupre  name.  The  obverse 
features  a military  bust  of  Jones  to  the 
right.  The  surrounding  inscription  may  be 
translated  as  "The  American  Congress  to 
John  Paul  Jones,  commander  of  the  fleet." 
The  reverse  shows  Jones'  converted  merch- 
antman, the  Bonhomme  Richard,  her  side 
blasted  open  by  an  explosion  in  her 
magazine.  The  surrounding  inscription  may 
be  translated,  "The  enemy's  ships  either 
taken  or  put  to  flight."  and  in  exergue 
"On  the  shores  of  Scotland  23rd  September, 
1779."  The  Dreyfuss  specimen  on  this 

medal  was  struck  at  a later  date.  (F) 

339  CAPTIN  STEPHEN  DECATUR.  NA-<^ . 65mm.  Cop- 

per. Choice  almost  uncirculated  with  a 
very  tiny  obverse  nick  on  the  rim  at  2:30. 
Struck  from  the  original  dies  with  the 
usual  reverse  die  break  in  a not  very 


advanced  state  - apparently  this  was  an 
early  striking  from  the  dies.  The  reverse 
battle  scene  shows  the  U.S.S. United  States 
on  the  right,  delivering  a broadside  to 
the  crippled  British  frigate  Macedonian. 
The  Macedonian  has  lost  her  top  masts,  and 
the  rigging  of  her  main  and  mizzenmasts 
has  been  shot  away.  The  United  States 
appears  barely  damaged.  The  scene  is  that 
of  the  striking  of  the  British  colors. 
150  copper  original  strikings  are  said  to 
have  been  made.  (F) 

340  LIEUTENANT  EDWARD  R.  McCALL.  NA-16.  65mm. 

Copper.  Uncirculated  with  some  light  marks 
and  toning  spots  in  the  field.  Rx:  shows 

the  action  between  the  American  sloop-of- 
war  Enterprise  and  the  British  brig  Boxer 
on  the  4th  of  September,  1813.  (F) 

PERSONAL  MEDALS 

341  LOUIS  AGASSIZ  SILVER  MEDAL.  PE-1.  44mm. 

Attractively  toned  almost  uncirculated. 
From  dies  engraved  by  William  Barber  and 
one  of  32  said  to  have  been  struck  after 
August  1874.  The  obverse  features  a bust 
of  Agassiz  to  the  right,  while  the  reverse 
inscriptions  around  and  in  the  center  ref- 
er to  his  importance  in  the  study  of  natu- 
ral history.  His  work  on  the  influence  of 
glaciation  on  the  natural  history  and  geo- 
logy of  the  world  earned  him  his  chair  at 
Harvard.  Quite  rare  - we  note  no  recent 
auction  appearances  in  silver.  The  Drey- 
fuss  Collection  had  only  a bronze.  (F-G) 

342  J.H.B.LATROBE.  PE-18.  26mm.  Copper.  An 

uncirculated  example.  Dies  by  an  unknown 
engraver.  The  obverse  is  inscribed  U.S. 
MILITARY  ACADEMY  WEST  POINT  above  a memor- 
ial column  to  Kosciusko.  Reverse  bears  a 
dedicatory  inscription  dated  1825.  A 
scarce  little  piece  that  is  rarely  encoun- 
tered. The  Dreyfuss  specimen  brought  $88. 

343  JOSEPH  PANCOAST.  PE-25,  Storer  2685.  78mm. 
Copper,  bronzed.  William  Barber, Sc.  A 
beautiful  uncirculated  specimen  with 
proof-like  fields.  One  of  but  75  pieces 
struck.  The  obverse  bears  Pancoast's  bust 
facing  left,  while  the  reverse  records  his 
position  as  Prof,  of  Anatomy  at  the  Jeff- 
erson Medical  College  in  Philadelphia.  (D) 

344  DANIEL  WEBSTER.  PE-37.  77mm.  Copper.  C.C. 

Wright, Sc.  Uncirculated.  Accompanied  by 
its  original  case  of  issue  which  is 
internally  sound  but  separated  at  the 
hinge.  A fine  portrait  by  C.C. Wright  which 
was  published  as  a memorial  to  Webster. 
This  specimen  is  from  the  second  reverse, 
on  which  the  legend  extends  into  the 
ground  on  which  the  memorial  column  rests. 
There  are  other  differences  in  the  die, 
notably  the  shield  at  the  bottom  which  is 
more  squat  on  this  variety  than  on  the 
first  (that  pictured  in  Julian.)  (F)

345  THE  AMERICAN  BEAVER.  CM-4.  Baker  43,  Betts 
549.  Copper,  bronzed.  41mm.  Choice  al- 
most uncirculated  with  a few  very  trivial 
spots.  John  Reich, Sc.  Jugate  busts  of 
General  Washington  and  Benjamin  Franklin 
to  the  left.  The  reverse  allegorical 
scene,  dated  1776,  shows  the  American 
beaver  gnawing  at  the  British  oak,  repre- 
senting the  beginnings  of  the  Revolution- 
ary War.  This  medal  was  commissioned  by 
Joseph  Sansom,  a Philadelphia  merchant  and 
was  struck  towards  the  end  of  Novermber  by 
the  U.S.  Mint.  A rare  medal,  fully  comp- 
arable to  the  Dreyfuss  speciment.  (G) 

346  PITTSBURG  FEMALE  COLLEGE  GOLD  MEDAL.  SC- 

42.  41mm.  1.04  oz.  pure  gold.  W.H.Key.Sc. 

AU  with  scattered  handling  marks.  Two 
small  test  cuts  on  the  rim.  This  THOMAS 
McKEE  PRIZE  FOR  SUPERIOR  EXCELLENCE  IN 
MUSIC  was  awarded  to  WINIFRED  M.  NEWBAKER, 
JUNE  17,1886.  The  medal  is  mounted  at  the 
top  with  an  ornate  mounting  with  a swivel 
hanger  attached.  With  only  two  omissions, 
one  gold  medal  was  awarded  each  year  from 
1867  through  1896  - a total  mintage  of  28 
pieces.  From  the  Dreyfuss  Sale,  Lot 

#5470 . (H) 

347  FRANKLIN  INSTITUTE  AWARD  MEDAL.  AM- 17.  In 

bronze.  50mm.  Christian  Gobrecht,Sc. 

Several  very  light  marks  in  the  field  in 
front  of  the  bust.  Uncirculated.  Unawar- 
ded and  struck  from  the  recut  die  of  1847. 
Gobrecht's  superior  ability  is  evident  in 
the  fine  portrait  of  Franklin.  (C-D)

much  scarcer  than  the  above  medal.  From 
the  Dreyfuss  Collection.  (D)

UN-11.  52mm.  Fine  gold  (3.47  oz.)  Proof 

with  minor  hairlines.  Tiny  reverse  spot. 
Henry  Mitchell, Sc.  One  of  only  21  struck 
in  gold.  Obverse  bust  left  of  William 
Wilson  Corcoran  left  within  a plain  inner 
circle.  Legend,  THE  BEGINNING  DETERMINES 
THE  END  surrounds.  Reverse,  THE  CORCORAN 
GALLERY  OF  ART  WASHINGTON,  D.C.  surrounds 
a wreath  enclosing  the  following  inscrip- 
tion, AWARDED/TO/MARGARET  FOOTE  HAWLEY 
( insc . )/F0R  THE  GREATEST/ IMPROVEMENT  IN/

Margaret  Foote  Hawley  was  a painter  of 
miniatures;  member  American  Society  of 
Miniature  Painters'  Pennsylvania  Society 
of  Miniature  Painters.

She  later 
won  the  medal  of  honor  from  the  Pennsyl-

Very  fine  with 
typical  weakness  at  the  center  on  both  the 
obverse  and  reverse.  R7 . CALIFORNIA  TOKEN 
surrounding  spread  eagle.  On  the  reverse 
is  an  American  flag  with  a liberty  cap  on 
top  of  the  pole.  Above  is  a three-masted 
sidewheeler  steamship  and  below  the  date 
1849.  Six  stars  to  the  left  and  seven  to 
the  right.  One  of  the  few  silver  dollar 
size  counters  in  the  American  series.  Par- 
ticularly popular  because  of  this,  its 
California  connection  and  its  general  over 
all  attractiveness.

The 
reverse  depicts  a Quaker  shaking  hands 
with  an  Indian,  who  stands  with  a bow  in 
his  left  hand.  BY  DEEDS  OF  PEACE  surrounds 
the  scene.  PENSYLVANIA  (sic)  SETLED  (sic) 
1781  below. 

The  dies  for  this  medal  are  by  Lewis 
Pingo,  chief  engraver  for  the  Royal  Mint 
in  London,  1779-1815.  The  issuance  of  the 
medal  has  been  placed  in  the  middle  of  the 
18th  century,  Betts  noting  that  a silver 
impression  was  transmitted  in  a letter 
dated  May  30,  1775.  Although  this  piece 
was  not  a presentation  medal,  because  of 
the  reverse  motif  it  has  often  been 
included  in  the  cabinets  of  collectors 
interested  in  Indian  Peace  Medals.  (F)

around  a bust  of  Franklin,  at  three 
quarters  face  to  the  left,  wearing  a loose 
stocking  cap.  Reverse  NON  IRRIAT  FULMINA 
CURAT  above  a short  stumpy  tree  standing 
in  an  open  country;  above  are  clouds  and 
lightening  striking  the  tree.  In  exergue, 
1777.  Betts  states:  "The  date  of  this  is 

somewhat  uncertain.  The  Numismatic 
Chronicle  thinks  it  may  have  been  struck 
on  the  ocassion  of  the  Inquiry  of  the 
Privy  Council  of  England,  relative  to 
certain  political  papers,  which  it  was 
charged  he  had  clandestinely  obtained  and 
forwarded  to  America."  This  is  an 
extremely  rare  medal  which  sold  in  the 
1882  Bushnell  Sale  for  $11.00,  an  extra- 
ordinary price  for  a medal  in  thos  days.

There  were  six  struck  in  gold,  250  in 
silver  and  several  hundred  in  bronze.  (F) 

355  LIBERTAS  AMERICANA  MEDAL,  1782.  Betts  615. 
47mm.  Bronze.  Commissioned  by  Benjamin 
Franklin  and  executed  by  Dupre  at  the 
Paris  Mint.  Extremely  fine  with  a number 
of  marks  in  the  field  and  a tiny  edge  dent 
on  the  obverse  at  9:00.  The  Libertas  is 
probably  among  our  most  famous  early  meda- 
ls. It  served  as  a model  for  the  obverse 
design  of  our  early  copper  coinage.  About 
200  pieces  are  thought  to  have  been  struck 
in  bronze.  Every  collector  who  aspires  to 
a cabinet  of  historic  American  medals 
should  have  an  example  for  this  medal.

An  inscription  commem- 
orating the  Prince's  visit  around.  One  of 
the  most  popular  of  Brenner's  works.  (F) 

357  1903  AMERICAN  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY  MEDAL  - 
AMERICUS  VESPUCIUS . 76x58mm.  Silver.  Ser- 
ial #95.  Toned  Uncirculated.  Victor  D. 
Brenner,  Sc.  Smedley  #51.  Obverse  bust 
right  of  Vespucius.

Sc.  Beautifully  toned  almost  uncirculated. 
Obverse  portrait  of  Hopper  to  the  right 
with  his  name  above.  The  reverse  shows 
the  elderly  Hopper  in  Quaker  garb 
extending  the  hand  of  friendship  to  a 
kneeling  Negro.  The  background  is  a rural 
landscape.  Above  are  the  words:  TO  SEEK 

AND  TO  SAVE  THAT  WHICH  WAS  LOST.  Georgia 
Chamberlain  has  speculated  that  possibly 
Ellis's  younger  partner  in  the  die-sinking 
business,  Joseph  Willson,  designed  the 
reverse,  although  it  is  not  signed. 
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Hopper  was  born  in  1771  in  New  Jersey, 
and  died  in  1852.  At  22  he  became  a Quaker 
and  was  early  on  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  Negro  slaves  and  became  a member  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Abolition  Society.  He  became 
an  expert  on  slave  laws  and  appeared  in 
the  Philadelphia  courts  as  a voluntary 
advocate  of  the  friendless  and  oppressed. 
In  1829  he  became  manager  of  a bookshop  in 
New  York  while  continuing  the  work  of 
sending  escaping  slaves  by  water  from  New 
York  to  Providence  and  Boston.  Two  years 
before  his  death.  Hopper  had  these  medals 
made  in  silver,  copper  and  tin  (white 
metal).  They  are  exceptionally  rare;  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  being  without 
a single  example.  The  only  recent  auction 
record  is  the  Dreyfuss  Specimen  (ex-M. 
Vernon  Sheldon  Collection)  in  copper  which 
brought  $935.00.  We  feel  that  this  white 
metal  example  is  just  as  elusive  as  the 
copper  and  should  bring  a comparable  price. 

360  JAMES  DUNCAN  MEXICAN  WAR  MEDAL.  53mm.  In 
white  metal.  Charles  Chusing  Wright, Sc. 
Bust  of  Bvt.  Col.  James  Duncan  right 
within  a circle  of  the  names  of  his 
Mexican  War  battles.  Long  die  break  (as 
always)  down  the  bust.  Reverse  presen- 
tation inscription  to  Duncan  from  the 
Citizens  of  New  York  within  a circule  of 
his  further  battles.  In  the  1864  McCoy 
Sale,  the  cataloger  commented  "Of  the 
highest  rarity  in  any  medal,  and  in  tin 
(white  metal)  nearly  or  quite  unique. 
Carl  Carlsen's  census  of  auction  records 
reveals  only  13  appearances  since  1859  (8 
in  copper,  4 in  white  metal  and  1 in 
silver.)

361  ALGERNON  SIDNEY  SULLIVAN  MEDALLION  (PLAQ- 
UE). 8x10  1/2"  Gilt  over  lead.  XF.  J.E. 
Roine,Sc.  In  a rather  scuffed  wooden 
frame.  The  legend  at  the  top  reads,  THE 
ALGERNON  SIDNEY  SULLIVAN  MEDALLION/ESTAB- 
LISHED BY  THE  NEW  YORK  SOUTHERN  SOCIETY. 
The  central  scene  depicts  a robed  Sullivan 
using  his  torch  to  light  another  held 
aloft  by  a young  man  holding  a book.  Quo- 
tations by  Sullivan  and  about  him  appear 
on  the  sides  and  below.  Sullivan  was  a 
prominent  lawyer  and  numismatist  in  NYC. 
He  was  the  first  president  of  the  Southern 
Society,  an  organization  of  southerners 
living  in  New  York.  After  his  death,  the 
Society  established  a series  of  Sullivan 
awards  at  various  Southern  colleges  for 
academic  achievement.

This  impressive  plaque  is  titled  THE 
NATIONAL  MEDALLION.  Within  the  central 
oval,  at  the  top,  in  very  fine  type,  is 
the  complete  Declaration  of  Independence. 
In  the  center  are  four  roundels,  repre- 
sending the  obverse  and  reverse  of,  re- 
spectively, the  Washington  Before  Boston 
medal  in  the  center,  flanked  by  C.C. 
Wright's  Declaration  of  Independence 
medal,  obverse  to  the  left  and  reverse  to 
the  right.  Below  is  a chronological  list 
of  the  major  battles  and  military  events 
of  the  Revolutionary  War,  from  1774  to  the 
declaration  of  peace  in  1783.  Following 
is  a list  of  the  Presidents  of  the  United 
States  from  George  Washington  to  James 
Buchanan.  At  the  bottom  of  the  central 
oval  is  the  Latin  inscription  IN  MEMORIAM 
MAJORUM,  (In  memory  of  our  predecessors). 
In  the  four  corners  of  the  plaque  are  four 
vignettes  with  additional  numismatic 
themes;  in  the  upper  left  is  an  eagle 
perched  upon  a writhing  snake,  an  obvious 
copy  of  the  obverse  of  the  Feuchtwanger 
cent  of  1837;  in  the  upper  right  is  a 
representation  of  the  obverse  of  the 
Libertas  Americana  medal;  in  the  lower 
left  is  a U.S.  Flag  much  as  it  appears  on 
the  later  Civil  War  tokens;  and  in  the 
lower  right  is  an  ornate  U.S.  shield 
draped  with  a ribbon  upon  which  is  the 
motto,  E.PLURIBUS  UNUM,  topped  by  an  all- 
seeing  eye.  (G) 

363  EXTREMELY  RARE  SILVER  INDIAN  TRADER'S  MED- 
AL. 38mm.  XF/AU.  Struck  by  C.H. Hanson 
of  Chicago.  Holed  as  issued.  Presented 
by  Thomas  Elder's  brother,  Edward  Knox 
Elder,  an  Indian  trader,  to  the  Osage 
Indian  tribe  of  Pawhuska,  Oklahoma.  The 
obverse  bears  a bust  of  an  Osage  chief  in 
a fur  cap.  The  legend  around  is  translated 
as  "Osage  Chief  Bacon  Rind".  The  reverse 
bears  the  clasped  hands  of  an  Indian  and  a 
white  man  with  peace  pipe  and  tomahawk 
above.  The  legend  around  is  translated 
"Little  Coon  (a  name  given  to  Elder  as  a 
complimentary  title)  Friend  of  Osages, 
1911".  This  is  probably  the  first  medal 
bearing  Indian  words  ever  presented  by  a 
trader  to  a tribe  of  Indians  and  is  a 
relic  of  the  last  days  of  the  frontier. 
According  to  an  anonymously  written  short 
article  in  the  1911  Numismatist,  only  five 
of  these  medals  were  struck  in  silver.  In 
our  Sale  It 37  (1984)  Lot  870,  we  sold  an 
aluminum  example  (400  struck)  in  XF/AU 
with  significant  corrosion  for  $175.00. 
The  Dreyfuss  specimen  was  a brass  (25 

struck)  VF  and  brought  $ . This  is 

a major  rarity  which  should  see  spirited 
bidding .
